SIEGE OF THE SAVOY. 


SEOOND REGIMENT DETAIL TAKES 
THE MUSIO HALL 


Forty Men Under Command of Capt. Mac- 
Millan, Armed and Provisioned for 
Four Days, March from the New to the 
Old Armory and Take Possession of the 
Latter—It Is Said the Music Hall Peo- 
ple Are in Arrears for Rent — The 
Captain Talks, 


A detail from the Second Regiment was 
workec up greatly last night when at 10 
o’clock, after, the members had gone through 
their regular drill in their armory, they were 
ordered to equip themselves in light march- 
ing order for immediate duty. The men did 
not know where they were to go. No definite 
orders were issued. While they were asking 
one another what it all meant Quartermaster 
Laas and Commissary Sergeant. Saunders 
were busy loading four days’ provisions into 
an old express wagon. A few minutes later 
orders were given to fall into line, and forty 
men, under command of Capt. W. L. Mac- 
Millan, marched out of the big Woors of the 
armory at Curtis street and Washington bou- 
levard. 

The Soldiers Take Possession, 

They marched east on Washington street, 
across the river to Michigan avenue, and then 
turned south. When they reached the Second

Oil stoves were 
lighted and coffee was made, and each man’s 
canteen filled. It looked as if the nen would 
live on sandwiches and coffee for several days. 
Sentinels were placed at the doors and no one 
without the password was allowed to enter. 

Capt. MacMillan was asked why the com- 
pany had taken possession of the armory 
under such war-like appearances. He only 
laughed in reply. After some close question- 
ing he said: 

Jam sorry, but I cannot say anything. 
Those are my orders.“

It is supposed that the robber secreted him - 
self in the car and killed the messenger when 
the latter’s back was turned.

He said: 1 have not quite fin- 
ished reading the message, but even if I had 
earefully studied it I would not make any 
comment upon it for publication: Whether the 
recommendations made by President Cleve- 
land meet my appromn or not, and whether I 
think that the comments he has fit to 
make upon the ects of the former administra- 
tion in referen¢e to the Hawaiian affairs 
contain more ensure than is warranted 
by the facts, will not say. All that 

can say is that the record of my 
adminisiration stands upon its Own bottom, 
and whatever was done certainly was under 
taken from the highest motives and with the 
best interests of the country in- view ail the 
time.

who care to make it either from a private or 
public standpoint.

CRISP CAUSES A ROW. 


HIS OUTRAGEOUS RULINGS CREATE 
TROUBLE IN THE HOUSE. 


He Denies to Republicans the Right to 
Have Hawaiian Papers Read, and De- 
clares Adjournment in an Absolute 
Manner Intense Excitement Follows 
the Autecratic Maneuver — Failure in 
the Senate of an Attempt to Suppress the 
Documents=Chandler Scores Grover. 


Wasninetor, D. C., Dee. 18.—[Special. ]— 
After the rulings and arbitrary action of 
Senator Crisp in the House of Representatives 
this afternoon the people of the United States 
might just as well save the expense of electing 
and maintaining the others 355 members of 
that body and let the gentleman from Georgia 
run matters as he pleases. First and fore- 
most he declined to recognize a member of 
the House to state a question of privilege, 
and secondly, with upwards of 250 gentlemen 
on their feet, some of them seekingto be 
heard, the Speaker, upon. hearing the faintest 
squeak of assent, declared the House adjourned 
and walked away from his chair amid scenes 
of the greatest disorder on the floor and in 
the galleries, 

Hawaiian matters were at the bottom of the 
difficulty, for following close upon the read- 
ing of the President's message on that topic 
Mr. Boutelle asked for the reading of the in- 
structions to Minister Willis. This the Speak- 
er was not inclined to grant, stating that it 
was not customary to read documents accom- 
panying a message from the President of the 
United States. After a somewhat heated 
argument the point made by the gentleman 
from Maine was allowed, and Mr. Hitt supple- 
mented it with a demand for certain telegrams 
sent to Minister Willis this month. Every- 
thing was proceeding promisingly, but in the 
twinkling of an eye all peace and business dis- 
appeared when Mr. Boutelle rose and request- 
ed permission to introduce a privileged motion. 

Interrupted by Crisp. 

He was proceeding to enlighten the House 
upon the matter when the Speaker cut him 
short with the statement that he was not in 
order. At this juncture Bourke Cockran rose 


and flourishing a.ragged looking piece of 
paper called for recognition, which the 
Speaker at once granted. The gentleman 
from New York.’’ This astonished Mr. Bou- 
telle, who was not slow to emphasize his feel- 
ings about such an outrageous proceeding by 
the Chair. From all parts of the House came 
demands for the regular order, and with two 
men on the floor with recognition from the 
Speaker, Messrs. Boutelle and Cockran, a 
third was added in the person of the silver- 
haired and silver-tongued Breckinridge of 
Kentucky. He was in charge of the deficiency 
appropriation bill, and moved to go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole for the consideration of 
that subject. First camea viva voce vote of 
154 to 20, the Republicans -refraining from 
voting, and then a yea and nay call, which de- 
veloped the presence of 178 Democrats, or 
six less than a quorum, 

Hardly had the arfnouncement been made 
from the Clerk’s desk, supplemented by the 
remark, **No quorum has voted,” from the 
Speaker, ere some one moved to adjourn. 
Probably a score of voices responded ** Aye,“ 
but amid a thunderous response of noes the 
Speaker laid down his gavel and, with fifty 
Representatives shouting for a division, de- 
clared the House adjourned until tomorrow 
at noon. 

Then pandemonium reigned, but Speaker 
Crisp hurried into his private room just across 
the lobby and, turning the key in the lock, de- 
nied himself to all comers. 


Yells and Objurgations., 


Qn the floor there were derisive yells from 
the Democratic side, accompanied by vehe- 
ment and fierce denunciations from Republic- 
an Congressmen, and Mr. Boutelle was sur- 
rounded by a group of correspondents of the 
daily papers, who swarmed like bees about 
the Maine Congressman to get the gist of his 
resolution. Up inthe galleries the people who 
had witnessed the outrageous spectacle of 
smothering a free expression of speech al- 
most unanimously joined in hissing and hoot- 
ing as the retreating form of Speaker Crisp 
was discovered making for the lobby anda 
chance to escape. | 

In the Senate the proceedings were digni- 
fied enough, but there was no lack of interest. 
When Mills and the other cuckoos tried to 
prevent the reading of the instructions to Min- 
ister Willis there was trouble. The adminis- 
tration Senators seemed to think that if they 
could keep those instructions under cover for 
a day the criticism of the President might be 
forestailed, Senator Chandler declared that 
the disingenuous effort of the President to 
make out that the failure of restoration was 
due merely to the Queen's refusal to consent 
to forgive her rebellious subjects would not 
do, and he insisted that all the instructions be 
read so the country could understand just 
what Minister Willis’ was instructed to do, 
Butler, Mills, Faulkner, and one or two oth- 
ers fought against reading the instructions 
and wanted everything referred to the For- 
eign Relations committee, though Chairman 
Morgan sat in his place and made no such re- 
quest. ‘Aftera sharp lecture from Senator 
Ailison the administration Senators gave in 
and the instructions were read. 

Mr. Boutelle’s Resolution. 


The preamble and resolution which Mr. 
Boutelle attempted to introduce in the House 
and thereby caused the scene of wild excite- 
ment are as follows: 

WHerrAs, The executive communications just 
read to the Hous clearly disclose that the rights 
and dignity of the House of Representatives, as 
a coOrdinate branch of the Congress of the 
United States, have been invaded by the Execu- 
tive Department in furnishing secret instructions 
to a Minister Plenipotentiary of the United 
States to conspire with the representatives of a 
deposed and discredited monarchy for the sub- 
mission and overthrow of the established repub- 
lican government to which he was accredited, 
and to which his public instructions pledged the 
col faith and sympathy of the President, the 
government, and the — of the United States; 
therefore 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this House that 
any intervention by the Executive of the United 
States, its civil or military representatives, witlr- 
out anthority of Congress, in the internal affairs 
of afriendiy recognized government, to dostroy 
or overthrow if. and to aid or abet the substitu- 
tion er restoration of a monarchy therefor, is con- 
trary to the policy and traditions of the republic,

SPEAK ON PENSIONS AND HAWAII. 


Session of the House Is Marked by a Sen- 
sutional Close, 

Wasutnoton, D. C., Dec, 18.—The near ap- 
proach of the Christmas holidays was made 
inunifest during the early hours of the House 
session today by the slim attendance of mem- 
bers on the floor and the lack of interest 
shown in the proceedings, which even the 
expectation of the Hawaiian message failed 
to arouse. 

The

Hawaiian Matters Presented. 


The bill was then read by sections for 
amendments, but before this was completed 
Mr. Breckinridge moved that the committee 
rise. When the Speaker had taken the chair, 
and the usual report had been made by the 
Chairman that the committee had come to no 
conclusion, the Clerk read a letter from the

accompanying which were the papers asked 
for. wo papers were withheld, because in 
the President's opinion it would be injudi- 
cious to give them out at the present time. 
No attention was paid to the reading of the 
Hawaiian message, and all the members en-

After the reading was completed Mr. 
Boutelle (Rep., Me.) called for the insttuc- 
tions to Mr. Willis. After some @iscussion 
the Speaker directed that they be read. Al- 
most the entire House crowded into the bar 
of the House during the reading and drank in 
with avidity every word as it fell from the 
lips of the clerk. Mr. Boutelle then began to 
tight for recognition on a matter of personal 
privilege, but the Speaker ruled that the 
privileged matter must be read from the desk, 
and as Mr. Boutelle had nothing to send to 
the Clerk's desk the Speaker refused to 
recognize him. Mr. Boutelle then became 
mote excited and the House presented a wild 
scene of confusion. Finally when the Speak- 
er had exhausted all his eloquence and per- 
suasion on the gentleman from Maine the 
Speaker threatened to call on the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to preserve order. The crowd before 
the desk and in the aisles slowly melted away, 
but Mr. Boutelle stood alone, calling on the 
Speaker for recognition. The Speaker, how- 
ever, recognized Mr. Breckinridge from Ken- 
tucky, who moved that the House resolve 
itself into committee of the whole to consider 
general appropriation bills. A division was 
demanded, but as the Republicans generally 
refrained from voting no quorum was 
apparent and Mr. Boutelle demanded 
the yeas and nays, One hundred and seventy- 
four members responded, the Republicans as 
a unit sitting silent, and asa quorum had not 
appeared Mr. Breckinridge moved that the 
House adjourn. A division was demanded, 
but the Speaker declared the motion carried, 
and at 5 o'clock the House adjourned.

REPUBLICANS ASSAIL THE 


They Say It Is a Backdown and a Special 
Plea for Blount. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Dec. 18.—Members of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
to which committee the President's message 
is to be referred, refused to discuss the docu- 
ment. Other expressions of opinion were: 

Senator Voorhees—The message is seemingly 
strong and unanswerable. 

Senator Chandler—It is a back-down and indi- 
cates the deception that has been practiced on 
the people of Hawaii and of the United States. 

Mr. Perkins of California expressed his opinion 
by comparing the message toa possible act of 
Queen Victoria had she sent a Minister to Lin- 
coln during the war, maintaining friendly rela- 
tions and atthe same time counselifig with the 
President of the Confederacy as to how she could 
best put him at the head of the government. 

Senator Frye—The whole message proves that 
Mr. Blount was appointed counsel for Queen 
Liliuokalani and that the President has now 
constituted himself attorney for Mr. Blount. 

Mr. McCreary; Chairman of the House Foreign 
Affairs committee—The message is able and ex- 
haustive. It is unanswerable on the subject to 
which it refers and sets aside many sensational 
rumors. 

Mr. Burrows of Michigan: I look on the mes- 
sage as a special plea on behalf of the adminis- 
tration, which, however, throws no additional 
light on the subject and will not be apt in any 
way to interfere with public judgment already 
entered upon the case. I think it is a proeclama- 
tion by the present administration of an abandon- 
ment of its position and a confession of failure, 

Mr. H. W. Blair of New Hampshire Now, who 
is lying? It is not possible that Harrison and 
Foster and the rest of that administration were 
ignorant of what had been done in Hawaii when 
they sent the annexation treaty to the Senate. 
The President admits that he would have made 
war on the provisional government torestore the 
Queen if she would grant amnesty to the men 
who overthrew her. Itis a bad business. Con- 
gross ought to appoint a committee or a joint 
committee to investigate the whole matter thor- 
oughly. 

Mr. Dingley of Maine- The message prosents 
the Hawaiian matter in a more astounding situa- 
tion than was supposed. By what authority has 
the President, without authority of Congress, 
sent an agent, not confirmed by the Senate, to 
Hawaii. accredited to the government recognized 
by the United States, to endeavor to induce a 
subject of that gpvernment—to-wit: tho ex- 
Queen-—to set up a Pebollious government, which 
in itself was practieally an act of War on the rec- 
ognized government? I should like to have some 
explanation. 

Mr. Springer —The message of the President is 
able and absolutely unanswerable. The instruc- 
tions to Minister Willis are clear and explicit, 
and the President does not go beyond his consti- 
tutional authority. 

Mr. Boutelle of Maine—The message and in- 
structions more than sustain the extreme sus- 

icions of the public. It is difficult to conceive 
— it could be possible forthe Executive under 
our form of governmént to formulate a policy of 

rocedure in regard to a foreign government 
ully recognized by our own and the other gov- 
ernments of the world that could be more fla- 
grantly and amazingly in violation of the plainest 
requirement of the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Mr. Rayner (Vem., Md.), a member of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs -I agree with every 
word the President says. Mr. Stevens’ letters are 
the strongest testimony against him. Upon 
those letters any fair jury in the country would 
conviet the Harrison administration of com- 
plicity. 3 

Mr. Caldwell of Ohio--This message is, like all 
other utterances of the Democratic President, 
thoroughly un-American, and ignores the real 
issue. The fact is a government was established 
by the people of Hawaii and that is the situation 
he has to consider. 

Mr. Storrer of Ohio—It is a mere warming up 
of the former Gresham letter in which the power 
of this government is pledged to restore the 
monarchy. It is singular fact that the President 
entirely ignores the resolutions of each Honse 
calling on him to send in his instructions to Mr. 
Willis. He ignores, what the world knows, that 
the provisional government is capable of stand- 
ing alone against any force the ex-Queen could 
bring again-t it; that without armed intervention 
or any act of war she cannot be again putin a 
position to grant amnesty to anybody.

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WILSON BILL READY. 


THE TARIFF MEASURE LIKELY TO BE 


REPORTED TODAY. 


Republicans Pleased That Tinkering in 
Democratic Interests Hus Ceased — 
Workingmen Earnestly Plead for the 
Defeat of the Bill — Jerry Simpson 
Wants Duties on Woolen Goods and 
Yarns Repealed=Speech by Dolph in 
Favor of Protection. 

Wasnuinetor, D. C., Dec. 18.— [Special. 
Chairman Wilson will endeavor to report the 
tariff bill in the House tomorrow with a view 
to giving members a chance to read up on his 
propositions while among their constituents 
during the holidays. Both the majority and 
minority reports will be submitted and ordered 
to be printed. 

„Members of the minority of the Ways and 
Means committee have completed the prin- 
cipal parts of their report,“ said Mr. Hopkins 
of Illinois. and we are prepared to go on 
record with the members of the majority any 
time they may deem proper. It is pretty well 
understood that our people are opposed to 
any further tinkering with the proposed Wil- 
sen bill in the interest of Democratic interests 
and districts, and a report from the majority 
cannot come too soon to suitus. There is no 
valid reason for any further delay and we 
ought to get something definite in the way of 
information into the House before the com- 
mencement of the holiday season.” 

Congressmen from the Eastern States, 
where large manufacturing interests are in- 
volved, are being overwhelmed with petitions 
from workingmen urging them to encompass 
the defeat, if possible, of the Wilson bill. 
Among these petitions is one from the flax 
spinners of New Jersey, in which it is as- 
serted that textile workers engaged in 
the linen thread industry, suffermg 
with their families. for lack of the neces- 
sities of life through want of em- 
ployment, believe the sweeping reductions 
proposed in the Wilson bill on all man- 
ufactures of flax and hemp will, ‘if they 
become a law, totally ruin this industry 
in the United States. From New York 
comes u cry from employés in the 
manufactories of gold, silver, aluminum, 
and metal leaf, opposing any change in the 
specific duty protecting the industry which 
furnishes them employment. Sept. 27 and 
Oct. 28 petitions were laid before the Ways 
and Means committee, setting forth the merits 
of the case in detail,“ but it appears our 
arguments were unavailing,“ say the petition- 
ers, and the Wilson bill as it now stands 
would, if it becomes a law, positively destroy 
our industry in America.“ 

Representative Jerry Simpson introduced a 
bill in the House today to repeal the duties 
on manufactured woolen goods and yarns, In 
his presentation of the bill he says; 

aurenge the present financial. and economic 
policy of the government the agricultural inter- 
ests of the United States are greatly depressed, 
in consequence of which the farmers and those 
dependent upon them are being impoverished 
and compelled to produce many of the ais ors 
crops ata loss. Under such circumstances they 
are compelled to mortgage their lands and their 
homes are rapidly passing into the possession of 

reat landed proprietors and land associations. 

‘here is a big import duty upon ail 
manufactured articles of wool and it is 
to the interest of the farmers to 
buy untaxed woolen goods if compelled to com- 

ete with untaxed wool, for it is proposed by the 
Viison bill to take the duty off wool and subject 
the producer to competition with foreign grown 
wool. There wereimported into the nited 

States for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, 

48.670.642 pounds of wool, valued at 517.697. 

068, upon which was paid a duty of $1,790,068; 

there were also imported manufactured woolen 

goods of all kinds to the amount of 535,565.

PEFFER OFFERS A RELIEF MEASURE. 


He Wants to Distribute $6,300,000 in Sil- 
ver Among the Suffering Poor. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 18.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Peffer introduced a bill to provide 
funds for immediate use in relieving want 
and distress in the country by distributing 
$6,300,000 among the Presidents of the 
Boards of National Relief Commissioners, to 
be established under the act, utilizing the 
standard silver doliars and silver bullion for 
this purpose, He asked that the bill be laid 
on the table, stating he wished to address the 
Senate on it tomorrow, 

Mr. Cullom (Rep., III.) introduced a bill, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, authorizing the loan of the Co- 
lumbus caravels to the Red Cross Associa- 


tion. 

Mr. Mitchell (Dem., Wis.) introduced a 
bill, which was referred, prohibiting horse- 
racing in the District of Columbia. : 

Mr. Morgan offered a joint resolution for 
the appointment of a committee of three 
Senators and three members of the, House of 
Representatives on the Nicaragua Canal. 
The Congress of the United States, he said, 
occupied an attitude towards the Nicaragua 
Cana! which required it, in good faith towards 
the Canal Construction company (which had 
expended $6,000,000 or $7,000,000), 
towards its own people, and towards the other 
governmeats of the world,. to indicate 
whether it intendea to take any steps for the 
completion of this enterprise. He believed, 
in spite of the financial stringency, if the 
United States had never undertaken to legis- 
late on this question at all the Nicaragua 
Cunal enterprise with the great powers con- 
ferred upon it under its charter would by 
this time have entered upon a career of de- 
cided prosperity under private enterprise. 
The resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Contingent Expenses with a request from 
Mr. Morgan for a speedy report. 

Mr. Hansbrough (Rep., N. D.) addressed 
the Senate on a bill introduced by him 
Thursday to appropriate $1,000,000 for the 
extertpination of the Russian thistle. It was 
shown that the Russian thistle or cactus was 
introduced into this country about fourteen 
years ago,the seed being brought here by 
Russian immigrants who settled in South Da- 
kota. From there it had spread in every di- 
rection until it had overrun fifty counties in 
the agricultural regions of the West. The 
Senator.said that of all pests to agriculture 
the Russian thistle was the worst and most 
dangerous, for it drives everything before it, 
tukes coinplete possession of the lands, mak- 
ing it impossible for the farmers to go upon 
their fields with farm. animals without first 
incasing the animals’ legs in leather boots. 
The only way to exterminate it was to attack 
it simultaneously all along the line. He 
thought that two years of thorough work 
would be sufficient to exterminate it. The 
bill was referred to the Committee on Agri- 
culture. 

Dolph on the Tariff. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep., Ore.) then took the floor 
and addressed the Senate in a set speech on 
‘the tariff question, saying in effect: 

What a spectacle was presented to the country 
and to the world by the Democratic convention 
of 1802 when Watterson and Neal and their as- 
sociates assumed to know more about what the 
Constitution meant than Washington, Madison, 
and their compatriots, who framed it in the 
midst of great national peril, business depres- 
sion, and financial disturbances. Well may an 
American citizen, preferring his own country to 
foreign countries, his own countrymen to foreign- 
ers, contemplating this unpatriotic, and I might 
almost say treasonabie deciaration of the Demo- 
cratic party and the subsequent success of the 
party, tremble for his country and almost de- 
spair of its future prosperity. 

After lauding the work of the Republican 
party during the war Mr. Dolph continued: 

It adopted a poles which caused the continent 
to be spanned-by a network of railroads, reach- 
ing every productive section, and the only Amer- 
ican desert to be converted into homes of mill 
ions of free, intelligent, and happy people, and 
to be carved up into wealthy, prosperous. and 
populous States of the Union; which has caused 
great mercantile and manufacturing centers to 
grow up in every portion of the. Union, to give 
protitable employment to millions of Amorican 
citizens, and by domestic competition to decrease 
the cost of living by decreasing the price of many 
of the neceasities of life; which has caused the 
capital, the skill, and the energy of the North to 
invade the South to open mines of useful metals, 
to erect factories and milis, and to secure the 
prosperity of that section. The Democratic 
party has come into power again, and, wedded to 
free trade, unwilling to be convinced by the great 
oes lesson our present industrial condition 
atlords that its tariff theories are wrong, 
denies that the Democratic success and the threat 
of free trade have stricken down our great indus- 
trial fabric and deprived millions of our citizens 
of that employment necessary to secure their 
daily bread. But the fact will be known in his- 
tory to fature generations that at the time of the 
last annual mezsage of President Harrison the 
country enjoyed a wonderful degree of prosperi- 
ty.

Referring to the Populist agitation, and giv- 
ing figures to show the general prosperity of 
American farmers, Mr. ph said: 

The men who are constantly endeavoring to 
make the agricultural and laboring classes dis- 
satisfied with their condition and who seck to 
array them ggainst the manufacturing and 
wealthy classes are not the “true friends of the 
farmer and laboring man. There will net be in 
this country a general distribution of wealth 
of the country per capita. The government is 
never going to issue money for gratuitous distri- 
bution... There will never come a day when 
r use- 
fully employed. The prosperity of every cluss of 
our citizens is intimately connected with 
prosperity of every other class, A blow aimed at 
the manufacturing classes will fall heaviest upon 
the agficultural and laboring classes. To say 
to buy where we can buy cheapest-—that is, to buy 
goods abroad for home consumption with ‘the 
privilege of bringing them into this country free 
of duty—is for consumers in this country to avail 
themselves of the poorly paid labor of Europe 
and paupor labor of Asia; ta prefer the welfare 
of foreign manufacturers and foreign laborers to 
our own; to stop the manufacture of the th.ngs 
we need in this country and to depend upon for- 
eign cotintries for them; to take omployment 
from our own people to give it to foreigners; 
to reduce the standard of wages in 
this country to tho standard of 
wages in other countries. Free trade means, 
first, that goods manufactured in foreign coun- 
tries shall be admitted into this country free of 
duty if the condition of the revenues admits of it. 
It means that the half-starved, underpaid, and 
unemployed millions of Europe shall, be given 
work which under a protective tariff would be 
done by*Ameérican laborers, enabling these Amer- 
ican laborers to live comfortably, to edueate 
their children, and become independent. 
meaus that the pauper laborer of India and China 
shall be brought into direct competition with 
American workingmen. It means that the wheels 
of progress shall stop; that the development of 
our resources shall cease; that the prosperity we 
have enjoyed under Republican rule shall be de- 
stroyed. 

Wilson’s Bill Means Ruin, 

If the Wilson bill should become a law it 
means free trade to all of our most important iu. 
dustries, The effect upon the Pacific coast if 
this proposed legislation should be onacted into 
law would be to destroy millions of invested cap- 
ital, to paralyze every industry, and bring want, 
ruin, and bankruptcy upon our people and to 
compel us, in order that any industry can be con- 
ducted, to require American laborers to work for 
greatly reduced wages. : 

Is it proposed to treat the South in this man- 
ner? No; rice is to continue to receive protec- 
tion, sugar, which is a product of the South- 
ern States, and mainly of a, single Southern 
State, is to receive continued protection. If cot- 
ton were not raised largely in excess of the do- 
mestic demand that would bs protected also. 
Those who affect to bélieve (if there are any such 
since the President's message was received) that 
the protective system is not to be destroyed 
under the present administration, and assume 
that the Democratic majorities in both Houses 
of Congress will disregard the pledges of their 
party, abandon their position upon the tariff, 
and become suddenly converted to the 
doetrins of protection. No appeals on 
behalf of the industries of the couutry 
for continued protection to capital and labor will 
be of any — g The protective policy is doom 
so far as its fate can be determined by the Demo- 
cratic party as at present.constituted. Mr. Pres- 
ident, ordinarily I would not attempt to prevent 
the Democratic majority from committing an act 
that would prove to be political suicide; but so 
great and disastrous will be the consequences of 
a destruction of the protective system that I sin- 
cerely hope our Democratic friends will pause in 
their purpose to force free trade upon the ple 
of the United States, and that they will take no- 
tice of the changed public sentiment of the coun- 
try, and, taking this notice, they will eease in 
their efforts to destroy the industries of the coun- 


try. 
At the close of Mr. Dolph’s speech the Sen- 
ate adjourned until tomorrow.

and we are quite prepared for the exultant en- 
thusiasm which he ina letter to the State De- 
artment dated Feb. 1, 1803, declared: The 
fawaiian pearis now fully ripe and this is the 
golden hour for the United States to pluck it.“ 

As a further illustration of the activity of the 
diplomatic representative attention is called to 
the fact that on the day the above letter was 
written, apparently unable longer to restrain his 
ardor, he issued a proclamation whereby, “ inthe 
name of the United States,“ he assumed the pro- 
tection of the Hawaiian Islands and declared 
that said action was “taken pending and subject 
to negotiations at Washington.“ Of course this 
assumption of a protectorate was promptly dis- 
avowed by our government, but the American 
flag remained over the government building at 
Honolulu and the forces remained on guard un- 
til April and after Mr. Blount’s arrival on the 
scene, when both were removed. A brief state- 
ment of the occurrences that led to the 
subversion of the constitutional govern- 
ment of Hawaii in the interests of 
annexation to the United States will exhibit the 
true complexion of that transaction. Saturday 
Jan. 14, 1893, the Queen of Hawaii, who ha 
been contemplating the proclamation of a new 
Constitution, had, in deference to the wishes and 
remonstrances of her Cabinet, renounced the 
— for the present at least. Taking tiis re- 
inguished purpose as a basis of acdon citizens 
onolulu, numbering from 50 to 100, mostly 
resident aliens, met ina private office and se- 
lected a so-called Committee of Safety 
composed of thirteen persons, seven of 
whom were foreign subjects, and con- 
sisted of five Americans, one Englishman, 
and one German. This committee, though its 
dlesigns were not revealed, had in view nothing 
less than annexation to the United States, and 
between Saturday, the 14th, and the following 
Monday, the 16th of January though exactly 
what action was taken may not be clearly dis- 
closed--they were certainly in communication 
with the United States Minister. Monday morn- 
ing the Queen and her Cabinet made public 
proclamation with a notice which was specially 
served upon the representatives of all forei 

overnments, that any changes in the 
‘onstitution would be sought only in 
the methods provided by that instrument. 
Nevertheless, atthe call and under the auspices 
of the Committee of Safety, a mass-meeting of 
citizens was held on that day to protest against 
the Queen’s alleged illegal and unlawful pro- 
ceedings and purposes. Even at this meeting the 
Committee of Safety continued to disguise their 
real purpose and contented themselves with pro- 
curing the passage of a resolution denouncing 
the Queen and empowering the committee to 
provide ways and means to secure 
the permanent maintenance of law and or- 
der and the protection of life, liberty, and 
yroperty in Hawaii. This meeting adjourned 

tween 3 and 4 o'clock in the afternoon. On the 
same day, and immediately after such adjourn- 
ment, the committee, unwilling to take further 
steps without the cooperation of the United 
States Minister, addressed him a note represent- 
ing that the public safety was menaced and that 
lives and property were in danger and concluded 
as follows: ** We are unable to protect ourselves 
without aid, and therefore pray for the protec- 
tion of the United States forces.“ Whatever 
may be thought of the other contents of this 
note, the absolute truth of this latter statement 
is incontestable. When the note was written 
and delivered the committee, so far as it ap- 
pears, had neither a man nor a gun at their 
command, and after its delivery they became 
s0 panic-stricken at their position that they sent 
some of their number tointerview the Minister and 
request him not to land the United States forces 
tili the next morning. But he replied that the 
troops had been ordered, and whether the com- 
mittee were ready or not the landing should take 
place. And so it happened that on the 16th day 
of January, 1893, between 4 and 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, a detachment of marines from the 
United States steamship Boston, with two pieces 
of artillery, landed at Honolulu. 


Landing of Men Was an Act of War. 


The men, upward of 160in all, were supplied 
with double cartridge belts filled with ammuni- 
tion and with haversacks and canteens, and were 
accompanied by a hospital corps with stretchers 
and medical supplies. This military demonstra- 
tion upon the soil of Honolulu was in itselt an 
act of war, unless made either with the consent 
of the government of Hawaii or for the bona fide 
purpose of protecting the imperiled lives and 
property of citizens of the United States, but 
there is no pretense of any Such consent on the 
part of the government of the Queen, which at 
that time was undisputed and was both the de 
facto and the de jure government. In point of 
fact the existing government, instead of request- 
ing the presence of an armed force, protested 
against it. There is little basis for the pretense 
that such forces were landed for the security of 
American life and property; if so they would 
have been stationed in the vicinity of such prop- 
erty so as to protect it, instead of at a distance 
so as to command the Hawaiian Government 
Building and palace. 

Admiral Skerrett, the officer in command of 
our naval force on the Pacific station, has frank- 
ly stated that in his opinion the location of the 
troops was inadvisable if they were landed for 
the protection of American citizens whose resi- 
dences and places of business, as well as the le- 
gation and consulate, were in a distant part of 
the city; but the location selected was a wise 
one if the forces were landed forthe purpose of 
supporting the provisional government. If any 
peril to life and property calling fer any suc 
martial array had existed (Great Britain and 
other foreign powers interested would not have 
been behind the United States in activity to pro- 
tect their citizens, but they made no sign in that 
direction. When these armed men were landed 
the City of Honolulu was in its customary order- 
ly and peaceful condition. There was no symp- 
tom of riot or disturbance in any quarter. en, 
women, and children were about the streets as 
usual and nothing varied the ordinary routine or 
disturbed the ordinary tranquillity except the 
landing of the Boston’s marines and their march 
through the town to the quarters assigned them. 
— the fact that after having called for the 
landing of the United States forces on the plea 
of danger to life and property, the Committee of 
Safety themselves requested the Minister to post- 
pone action, exposed the untruthfulness of their 
representations of present peril to life and prop- 
erty. The peril they saw was an autici- 
pation growing out of guilty in- 
tentions on their part and something 
which, though not then existing, they 
knew would certainly follow their attempt to 
overthrow the government of the Queen without 
the aid of the United States forces. Thus it ap- 
pears that Hawaii was taken possession of by the 
United States forces without the consent or wish 
of the government of the islands, or of anybody 
else, so far as shown, except the United States 
Minister. Therefore, the military occupation of 
Honolulu by the United States on the day men- 
tioned was wholly without justification, either as 
an occupation by consent or as an occupation ne- 
cessitated by dangers threatening American life 
and property. It must be accounted for in some 
other way and on some other ground, and its real 
motive and purposes are neither obscure nor far 
to seek. 

The United States forces being now on the 
scene and favorably stationed the committee 
proceeded to carry out the original scheme. 
They met the next morning, Tuesday, the 17th,

the police station, and had at her command at 
least 500 fully-armed men and several pieces of 
artillery. Indeed, the whole military force of 
her dom was on her side and at her disposal, 
while the Committee of Safety, by actual search, 
had discovered that there were but very few arms 
in Honolulu that were not in the service of the 
government. 


Why the Queen Submitted, 


In this state of things if the — could havo 
dealt with the insurgents alone her course would 
have been plain and the result unmistakable. 
But the United States had allied herself with her 
enemies, ho recognized them as the true Goy- 
ernment of clawaii, and had put her and her ad- 
herents in the position of opposition against law- 
ful aathority. She knew that she could not with- 
stand the power of the United States, but she be- 
lieved that she might safely trust to its justice. 
Accordingly, some hours after the recognition of 
the provisional government by the United States 
Minister. the palace, the barracks, and the police 
station with all the military resources of the 
country were delivered up by the Queen upon 
the representation made to her that her cause 
would thereafter be reviewed at Washington, and 
while protesting that she surrendered to the su- 
perpor force of the United States, whose Minister 
lad caused United States troops to be landed at 
Honolulu and declared that he would support 
the provisional government, «he vielded, 
her authority to prevent collision of armed forces 
and loss of life, ana only until such time as 
the United States, upon the facts being pre- 
sented to it, should undo the action of its 
representative and reinstate her in the authority 
she claimed as the constitutional sovereign of 
the Hawaiian Islands. This protest was deliv- 
ered to the chief of the provisional government, 
who indorsed thereon his — — of 
its receipt. The terms of the protest were read 
without dissent by those assuming to constitute 
the provisional government, who, were certainly 
— with the knowledge that the Queen, in- 
stead of finaly abandoning her power, had ap- 
pealed to the justice of the United States for re- 
instatement inher authority, and yet the pro- 
visional government, with this unanswered pro- 
test in its hands, hastened to negotiate with the 
United States for the permanent banishment of 
the Queen from power and for a sale of her king- 
dom. Our country was in danger of occupying 
the position of having actually set up a tem- 
porary government on foreign soil forthe pur- 
pose of acquiring through that agency territory 
which we had wrongfully put in its possession. 
The control of both sides off a bargain acquired 
in such a manner is called by a familiar and un- 
pleasant name when foundin private transac- 
tions. 

We are not without a precedent showing how 
scrupulously we avoided such accusations in for- 
merdays. After the people of Texas had de- 
clared their independence of Mexico they re- 
solved that on the acknowledgment of their inde- 
pendence by the United States they would seek 
admission into the Union. Several months after 
the battle of San Jacinto, by which Texas-inde- 
1 was practically assured and estab- 

ished, President Jackson declined to recognize 
it, alleging as one of his reasons that in the cir- 
cumstances it became us “to beware of a too 
early movement. as it might subject us, however 
unjustly, to the imputation of seeking to estab- 
lish the claim of our neighbors to a territory 
with a view to its subsequent acquisition by our- 
selves.“ This is in marked contrast with the 
hasty recognition of a government openly and 
concededly set up for the purpose of tendering to 
us territorial annexation. I believe that a can- 
did and thorough ext mination of the facts will 
force the conviction that the provisional 
government owes its existence to an armed in- 
vasion by the United States. Fair- minded peo- 
ple with the evidence before them will hardly 
claim that the Hawaiian Government was over- 
thrown by the people of the islands or that the 
provisional government has ever existed with 
their consent. | do not understand that any 
member of this government claims that the peo- 
ple would uphold it by their suffrages if they 
were allowed to vote on the question. While 
naturally sympathizing with every effort to 
establish a republican form of government it has 
been the settled policy of the United States to 
concede to people of foreign countries the same 
freedom and independence in the management of 
their domestic affairs that we have always 
claimed for ourselves, and it has been our 
practice to recognize revolutionary yz! gre 
that 


as soon as it became apparent they 
were supported by the people. For illustra- 
tion of this rule I need only to _ refer 
to the revolution in Brazil in 18890, when 


our Minister was instructed to recognize the Re- 
yublic “as soon as a majority of the people of 

razil should have signified their assent to its 
establishment and maintenance :"’ to the revolu- 
tion in Chile in 1891; when our Minister was di- 
rected to recognize the new government “if it was 
accepted by the people,”’ and to the revolution in 
Venezuela, in 1892, when our recognition was 
accorded on condition that the new government 
was fully established in possession of the 
power of the nation and accepted by the power.“ 

As l apprehend the situation, we are — 
face to face with the following conditions: Ihe 
lawful goverument of Hawaii was overthrown 
without the drawing of a sword or the firing of a 


shot by a process, every step of winch, it may 
safely be asserted, is directly traceable to 
and dependent for its success upon the 
agency of the United States acting through 
its diplomatic and naval represent- 
atives. But for the notorious pre- 
dilections of the United States Minister 


for annexation the Committee of Safety, which 
should be called the Committee of Annexation, 
would never have existed. But the landing of the 
United States forces upon false pretexts respecting 
the danger to life and property the committee 
would never have exposed themselves to the 
pains and penalties of treason by undertaking 
the subversion of the Queen's government. But 
for the presence of the United States forces in 
the immediate vicinity and in position to afford 
all needed protection and support the committee 
would not have proclaimed the provisional gov- 
ernment from the steps of the Government Build- 
ing, and, finally, but for the lawless occupation of 
Honolulu under false pretexts by the United 
forces, end but for Minister Stevens’ recognition 
of the provisional government when the United 
States forces were its sole support and consti- 
tuted its only military strength, the Queen and 
her government would never have yielded to the 
provisional government even for a time, and for 
the sole purpose of submitting her case to the en- 
lightened justice of the United States. 


The Treaty Withheld from the Senate. 


Believing, therefore, that the United States 
could not under the circumstances disclosed an- 
nex the islands without justly incurring the im- 
putation of acquiring them by unjustifiable 
methods, I shall not again submit the treaty of 
annexation to the Senate for its consideration, 
and in the instructions of Minister Willis, a copy 
of which accompanies this message, I have di- 
rected him too inform the provisional govern- 
ment. But in the present instance our duty does 
not in my opinion end with refusing to con- 
summate this questionable transaction. It has 
been the boast of our government that it seeks to 
do justice in all things without regard to the 
strength or weakness of those with whom it deals. 
I mistake the American peoplé if they favor the 
odious doctrine that there is no such thing as in- 
ternational morality; that there is one 
law for a strong nation and another 
for a weak one, and that even by indirection 
a strong power may with impunity despoil a 
weak one ofits territory. By an act of war, com- 
mitted with the | pang Geren of the diplomatic 
representative of the United States and without 
authority of Congress, the government of a feeble 
but friendly and confiding people has been over- 
thrown. A substantial wrong has thus been done 
which a due regard for our national character, as 
well as the rights of the injured people, requires 
we should endeavor to repair. The provisional 
government has not assumed a republican or 
other constitutional form, but has remained a 
mere Executive Council or oligarchy, set up 
without the assent of the people. It has not 
sought to find a permanent basis of popular sup- 
port and has given no evidence of an intention to 
do so. Indeed, representatives of that govern- 
ment assert that the people of Hawaii are unfit 
for popular government and frankly avow that 
they can be best ruled by arbitrary or despotic 
powers. The law of nations is founded upon rea- 
son and justice, and the rules of conduct 
governing individual relations between 
izens or subjects of a civilized 
are equally applicable as between on- 
lightened nations. The consideration that in- 
ternational law is without a court for its enforce- 
ment and that obedience to its commands prac 
tically depends upon good faith instead of upon 
the mandate of a superior tribunal only gives ad- 
ditional sanction to the law itself and brands a 
deliberate infractjon of it not merely as a wrong 
but as a disgrace. A man of true honor protects 
the unwritten word which binds his conscience 
more scrupulously, if possible, than he does the 
bond, a breach of which subjects him to legal 
liabilities, and the United States, in aiming to 
maintain itself as one of the most en- 
lightened of nations, would do its 
citizens gross injustice if it applied to its inter- 
national relations any other than a high standard 


cit- 
State 


of honor and morality. On that ground 
the United States cannot properly 

put in the position of countenancing 
a wrong after its commission any more 


than in that of consenting to it in advance. On 
that ground it cannot allow itself to refuse to re- 
dress aninjury inflicted through an abuse of 
power by officers clothed with its authority and 
wearing its uniform, and on the same ground if a 
feeble but friendly state is in danger of being 
robbed of its independence and its sovereignty by 
the misuse of the name and power of the United 
States the United States cannot fail to vindicate 
its honor and its sense of justice by an earnest 
effort to make all possible reparation. 

These principles apply to the present case. 
With irresistible ferce the special conditions 
of the ons surrender of her sovereignty are 
recalled. She surrendered not to the provisional 
government but to the United States. She sur- 
rendered not absolutely and permanently. but 
temporarily and conditionally until such time as 
the facts be considered by the United 
States. Furthermore, the provisional govern- 
ment acquiesced in her surrender in t not 
only by tacit consent, but through the positive 
acts oi some members of that government, who 
urged her peaceable submission, not merely to 
avoid ed but use she,could place im- 

licit reliance upon the justice of the United 

tates, and that the whole subject would be 
finally considered at Washington. I have not, 
however, overlooked an incident of this un- 
fortanate affair which remains to be mentioned. 


The members of the provisional govern- 
ment and their supporters, h not en- 
titled to extreme pathy, have been led

‘the Legation at Honolulu, 
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encouragement and assistance of our diplomatic 
representatives, This fact may entitle them to 
claim that in our effort to rectify the wrong com- 
mitted some regard should beg:ad for their safety. 
This sentiment is strongly seconded by my anx- 
iety to do nothing which would invite either 
harsh retaliation on the part of the Queen or vio- 
lence and bloodshed in any quarter. In the be- 
lief that the Queen, as well as her enemies, would 
be willing to adopt such a course as would meet 
these conditions, and in view of the fact that both 
the Queen and the provisional government had 
at one time apparently acquiesced in a reference 
of the entire case to the United States Govern- 
ment, and considering the further fact that in any 
event the provisional government, by its own de- 
clared limitation, was only “to exist until terms of 
union with the United States of America h 
been negotiated and agreed upon,” and I hoped 
that after the assurance tothe members of t 
government that such union could not be con- 
summated | might compass a peaceful adjust- 
ment of the difficulty. 

Actuated by these desires and purposes, and 
not unmindful of the adherent perplexities of 
the situation nor of the limitations upon my 
power, I instructed Minister Willis to advise the 

ueen and her supporters of my desire to aid in 
the restoration of the status existing. before the 
lawless landing of the United States forces at 
Honolulu Jan. 16 last, if such restoration could 
be effected upon terms providing for clemency 
as well as justice to all parties concerned, IT 
conditions suggested, as the instructions sh w, 
contemplate a general amnesty to those on- 
cerned in setting up the provisional gover .ment 
and a récognition of all its bona fide ts and 
obligations. In short, they require the the past 
should buried and that the rest, red govern- 
ment should resume its authority as if its con- 
tinuity had not been interrupted. 


Liliuekalani Snubs the President. 


These conditions have not proved acceptable 
to the Queen, and though she has been informed 
that they will be insisted upon and that unless 
acceded to the efforts of the Pregident to aid in 
the restoration of her government will cease, I 
have not thus far learned that she is willing to 
yield them her acquiescence. The check which 
my plans have thus encountered has prevented 
their presentation te the members of the pro- 
visional government while unfortunate public 
misrepresentation of the situation and exagger- 
ated statements of the sentiments of our people 
have obviously injured the prospects of success- 
ful executive mediation. I therefore submit this 
communication with its accompanying exhibits, 
embracing Mr. Blount’s report. the evidence and 
statements taken by him at Honolulu, the in- 
structions given to both Mr. Blount and Minister 
Willis and the correspondence connected with 
the affair in hand. 

In commending this subject to the extended

ANOTHER BITTER ATTACK ON BLOUNT 


Telling Facts Related to a Boston Club by 
Ex-Minister Stevens. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 18.—Before the Mid- 
dlesex club Friday night ex-United States 
Minister Stevens remarked as follows as to 
the present aspect of Hawaiian affairs: 


In my extensively-published answer to Blount’s 
report facts and reasons enough were given com- 
pletely to invalidate and disprove his charges 
against the provisional government, Capt. Wiltse, 
and myself. But I have other facts which show 
how ex parte and superficial was Blount’s so- 
called investigation of Hawaiian affairs. He not 
only had most of his associations with and gave 
chief credence to the supporters of the fallen 
Queen, but he confined himself to a limited field 
of observation. Outside of Honolulu he saw and 
learned little, except what the lottery and palace 
rings and Claus Spreckels told him. He never 
went near the great Island of Hawaii, which is 
nearly aslargeasthe State of Connecticut. Of 
the men of character in Honolulu--merchants, 
bankers, lawyers, Judges, clergymen, college 
Presidents, teachers, and respectable mechanics 
— of this large body of responsible men Blount 
cared not to obtain much information. Amon 
these was a large number of Americans o 
high character for intelligence and integrity. 
Blount saw fit to ignore most of these of his own 
countrymen, and accepted the opinions and testi- 
mony of those bitteriy hostile toAmerican pre- 
dominance in the islands, the statements of the 
lottery and palace associates, as well as of those 
who were under the influence of the British Min- 
ister the last named fact Blount was not astute 
enough to learn, though he could not fail to know 
that the British newspaper in Honolulu was his 
ready organ and defender, and that the document 
in his report signed by Wilson, the fallen Queen's 
immoral favorite, was written for him by an En- 
giishman of bad repute, who had once been com- 
pelled to flee from the island for a 
crime which 1 will not name in this place. 
The ex parte Commissioner prefers to give full 
credit to the four fallen Ministers of Liliuoka- 
lani, who carried the Louisiana lottery bill 
through the Legislature, by money paid down, 
and by the distribution of large blocks of lottery 
shares among the native members, while he 
utterly ignores the noble conductof the four 
native Hawaiian members of the Legislature 
who stood firm as a rock against the lottery gang 
and the Queen in imposing the Louisiana mon- 
strosity on the citizens of the islands, and also 
ignores the testimony of these four honorable 
native members, that the Queen fell by her own 
unlawful acts. 

In point of fact, the commander of the Boston 
and the American Minister in the exciting days 
when the Hawaiian monarchy fell, were — 
governed by the instructions — expressed 
in the dispatch of Secretary Bayard, July 12, 
1887, to Minister Merrill, then at the head of 

From this dispatch I 
quote the following: 

In the absence of any detailed information 
from you of the late disorders in the domestic 
control of Hawaii &nd the changes which have 
taken place in the official corps of that govetn- 
ment, 1 am not able to give you other than gen- 
eral instructions, which may be communicated 
in substance to the commander of the vessel or 
vessels of this government, in the waters of 
Hawaii, with whom you will freely confer, in order 
that such prompt and efficient action may be 
taken as the circumstances may make necessary. 
While we abstain from interference with the do- 
mestic affairs of Hawaii, in accordance with the 
policy and practice of this government, yet ob- 
struction to the channels of legitimate commerce 
under existing law must not be allowed, and 
American citizens in Hawaii must be protected 
in their person and property by the representa- 
tives of their country’s law and power, and no 
internal discord must be suffered to impair them. 
Your own aid and council, as weli as the assist- 
ance of the officers of the government vessels, if 
found necessary, will therefore be promptly af- 
forded to promote the reign of law and respect 
for orderly governmentin Hawaii. 

In approving the views of the provisional gov- 
ernment in favor of annexation, after that gov- 
ernment had beeu recognized as the de facto gov- 
ernment of Hawaii, 1 simply stand on lines 
marked out by a former Democratic administra- 
tion, with William L. Marcy, Secretary of State. 
Touching the clamor and misrepresentations as 
to the landing of United States naval forces in 
Honolulu the following is interesting reading, 
having been written to the Hon. D. L. Gregg, 
United States Commissioner to Hawaii: 

‘““UniTeD States Sure Portsmouts, Hono- 
LULU, Nov. 13, 1854.—We shall land, in the ad- 
vent of any occasion requiring the aid of our 
‘orees, at least 200 men, fully armed and sup- 
ported by two field pieces. I am, sir, your obe- 
dient servant, THomMAS A. DoRNIN, 

Commander United States Navy.” 
Aug. 1, 1889, Minister Merrill, who had re- 
ceived Secretary Bayard’s instructions, already 
referred to, reported to the Department of State 
as follows: 
As many with alarm were coming to the lega- 
tion I at once requested Commander Woodward 
te send to the legation a body of marines, which 
request he promptly complied with. The appear- 
ance of the marines on the streets and at the le- 
gation had a favorable effect on the populace.”’ 
Secretary Marcey’s instructions for annexation 
forty years ago, and Bayard’s instructions of July, 
1887, to protect American life and property and 
to preserve public order in Hawaii must seem to 
you, as they seem to me, more patriotic, more 
truly American, than the present attitude of 
Cleveland, Gresham, and Blount towards the Ha- 
waii of this date. 1. one way, and only 
one way, by which Presidént Cleveland and Sec- 
retary Gresham can get out of their dilemma, with 
honor to themselves and to the welfare of the 
country. That is, by boldly adopting the tactics 
of recent Tory statesmen of England, take pos- 
session of the ground held by their opponents. 
In this way Disraeli won some of his brilliant 
successes against Gladstore. If Cleveland will 
adopt this course, no longer pushing the Quix- 
otic scheme of restoring the fallen Queen, and go 
in at once for the only workable form of an Amer- 
ican protectorate for Hawaii, taking it into the 
Union as a Territory, he will show the practical 
qualities of a statesman, and atone for his error 
by the adoption of a wise and righteous measure, 
and thus greatly strengthen himself in American 
public opinion. Will he do so? We shall see.

The first paper following the message in the 
correspondence sent to the House is the al- 
ready published letter of Secretary Gresham 
of Nov. 18 last, suggesting the restoration. 
Following this is the letter of instructions 
from Secretary G m to Minister WIiIIis, 
which in its full text is as follows: 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WAsuHtNGTON, D. C., 
Oct. 18, 1893.—No. 4 [Confidential.}—Sir: Sup- 
— the * instructions which you 
have received with regard to your official duties, 
it is necessary to communicate to you in confi- 
dence special instructions for your guidance in 
so far as concerns the relations of the Govern- 
ment of the United States toward the de facto 
Giovernment of the Hawaiian Islands. The Pres- 
ident deems it his duty to withdraw from the 
Senate the treaty of annexation which had been 
signed by the Secretary of State and the agents 
of the 9 — government, and to dispatch a 
trusted representative to Hawaii to impartially 
investigate the causes of the so-called revolu- 
tion, and ascertain and report the true situation 
in these islands. This information was needed 
the better to enable the President to discharge a 
delicate and important public duty. The in- 
structions given to Mr. Blount, of which 
you are furnished with a copy, point out a line of 
conduct to be observed by him in his official and 
personal relations on the islands by which you 
will be guided so faras these are applicable, and 
not inconsistence with what is herein contained. 
It remains to acquaint you with the President’s 
conclusions upon the facts embodied in Mr. 
Blount's report, and to direct your course in ac- 
cordance therewith. The provisional govern- 
ment was not established by the Hawaiian peo- 
ple or with their consent or acquiescence, nor has 
it since existed with their consent. The Queen 
refused to surrender her powers to the provisional 
government until convinced that the Minister of 
the United States had recognized it as the de 
facto authority and — support and 
defend it with the military force of the 
United States, and that resistance would 
28 a bloody conflict with the 
Jnited States forces. She was advised and as- 
sured by her Ministers and by the leaders of the 
movement for the overthrow of her government 
that if she surrendered under protest her case 
would afterwards be fairly considered by the 
President of the United states. The Queen 
finally wisely yielded to the armed forces of the 
United States then quartered in Honelulu, rely- 
ing upon the good faith and honor of the Presi- 
dent when informed of what had occurred to 
undo the action of the Minister and reinstate her 
and the authority which she claimed as the con- 
stitutional sovereign of the Hawaiian Islands. 
After a patient examination of Mr. Blount’s re- 
ports the President is satisfied that the 
movement against the Queen, if not  insti- 
gated, was encouraged and supported by 
the representative of this government 
at Honolulu, he promi in 
advance to aid her enemies in an effort to over- 
throw the Government of the Hawaiian Islands 
and set up by force the new government in its 
place, and that he kept this promise by causing a 
detachment of troops to be landed from the 
United States steamship Boston the 16th of Jan- 
uary and by recognizing the provisional govern- 
ment the next day when it was too feeble to de- 
fend itself and the constitutional government 
was able to successfully maintain its authority 
against any threatening force other than that of 
the United States already landed. The Presi- 
dent has therefore determined that he will not 
send back to the Senate for its action thereon 
the treaty which he withdrew from that body 
for further consideration the 9th day of 
March last. On your arrival at Honolulu 
you will take advantage of an early 
opportunity to inform the Queen of this determi- 
nation, making known to her the President’s sin- 
cere regret that the reprehensible conduct of the 
American Minister and the unauthorized pres- 
ence on land of a military force of the United 
States obliged her to surrender her sovereignty 
for the time being and rely on the justice of this 
government to undo the flagrant wrong. You 
will, however, at the same time inform the 
Queen that, when reinstated, the President ex- 
ts that she will vursue a magnanimous course 

y granting full amnesty to all who participated 
in the movement against her, includi per- 


sons who are or have been, officially or 
otherwise, connected with the provis- 
ional government, depriving them of no 
right or privilege which they enjoyed 


before the so-called revolution. All obligations 
created by the provisional government in due 
course of administration should be assumed. 
Having secured the Queen’s agreement to pursue 
this wise and.humane policy, which it is believed 
you will speedily obtain, you willthen advise the 
Executive of the provisional government and his 
Ministers of the Presideat’s determination of the 
squestion which their action and those of the 
Queen devolved upon him, and that they are ex- 
pected to promptly relinquish to her her consti- 
tutional authority. Should the Queen decline to 
pursue the liberal course suggested, or should 
the provisional government refuse to abide by the 
President’s decision, you will report the facts and 
await further directions. In carrying out these 
eneral instructions you will be guided largely 
your own good judgment in dealing with the 
delicate situation. lam, sir, your obedient serv- 
ant, W. Q. GRESHAM. 


Inclosed were Secretary Gresham's confi- 
dential instructions to Mr. Blount, dated 
March 11, 1893. Nov. 24 Secretary Gresham 
telegraphed Minister Willis as follows: 


The brevity and uncertainty of your telegrams | 
are embarrassing. You will insist upon amnesty 
and recognition of obligations of the provisional 
government as essenttal conditions of restora- 
tion. All interests will be promoted by prompt 
action. 

The next telegram to Minister Willis from 
Secretary Gresham is dated Nov. 30. It reads 
as follows: 

Your dispatch, which was answered by steamer 
on the 8th of November, seems to call for addi- 
tional instructions. Should the Queen -refuse 
assent to the written conditions you will at once 
inform her that the President will cease inter- 
position in her behalf and that, while he deems 
it his duty to endeavor to restore to the 
sovereign the constitutional government of the 
islands, his further efforts in t ö 
direction will depend upon the Queen's 
unqualified agreement that all obligations cre- 
ated by the provisional government in a proper 
course of administration shall be assumed, and 
upon such pledges by her as will prevent the 
adoption of any measure of prosecution or pun- 
ishment for what has been done in the past | 
those setting up or support the provisiona 
government. The President feels t by our 
original interference and what followed we have 
incurred responsibilities to the whole Hawaiian 
community and it would not be just to put one 
party at the mercy of the other. Should the 
Queen ask whether, if she accedes to the condi- 
tions, active steps will be taken by the United 
States to effect her restoration, or to maintain 
her authority thereafter, you will say that the 
President cannot use force without the authority 
of Congress. Should the Queen accept the con- 
conditions and the provisional governmont re- 
fuse to surrender, you wili be governed by pre- 
vious instructions. If the provisional govern- 
ment asks whether the United States will hold 
the Queen to fulfillment of stipulated conditions, 
you will say that the President, acting under dic- 
tates of honor and duty as he has been, endeay- 
oring to effect the restoration, will do all in his 
constitutional power to cause the observance of 
the conditions he had imposed. (FRESH AM.

The instructions issued to the various naval 
officers stationed at Hawaii covering a period 
from June 6, 1882, to April 6, 1893, consist 
of thirty-five typewritten pages.

Tracy Approves Stevens’ Action. 


The first reference to the present condition 
of affairs appears under date of Jan. 28, 1893, 
when Secretary Tracy telegraphed Admiral 
Skerrett as follows: . 

When the Mohican is ready for sea proceed 
with it to Honolulu with all dispateh. The pres- 
ent provisional government of Hawaii is recog- 
nized by this government and by all foreign gov- 
ernments except England. Be vigilant in pro- 
eo ge Pt me a and prepared to 
meet any er by which such interests may b 
thepatened. Delites to Minister Stevens, Hi - 
anor the following dispatch from State Depart- 
ment: 

This dispatch is as follows: 

Your dispatch, telegraphed from San Francisco 
announcing revolution and the establishment of 
a provisional government, was received today. 
Your course in recognizing an unopposed de 
facto government appears to have been discreet 
and in accordance with facts. The rule of this 
government has uniformly been to recognize and 
enter into relations with any actual government 
in full possession of effective power, with the 
assent of the people. You will continue to recog- 
nize the new government under such conditions. 
It is trusted that the change, besides conducing 
to the tranquillity and welfare of the Hawaiian 
Islands, will tend to draw closer the intimate 
ties of amity and common interests which so con- 
1 and 1 knit them to the 

nited States, You will keep in constant com- 
munication with the commander of the United 
States naval force at Honoiuiu with a view of 
acting, if need be, for the protection of the in- 
terests and property of American citizens and 
aiding in the promotion of d order under the 
changed conditions reported. Foster. 


Blount Was Paramount and a Minister. 


Under date of March 11, 1893, Secretary 
Herbert introduced Mr. Blount to Rear Ad- 
miral Skerrett by a letter which says: 

You will consult freely with Mr. Blount and 
will obey any instructions you may receive from 
him regarding the course to be pursued at said 
islands by the force under your command. 

Under date of Aug. 16, 1893, Secretary 
Herbert sent this message to Admiral Sker- 
rett: 

I desire to impress upon you in the absence of 
United States Minister Biount that your sole 
duty is confined to that of an officer of the navy, 
although it is to be performed in the spirit of the 
instructions of Minister Blount, which doubtless 
have been seen by you. Protect American eit 
zens and American property, but do not give aid, 
physical or moral, to either party contending for 
the Government of Honolulu. 

Some of the causes of Admiral Skerrett's 
removal from the command of the Hawaiian 
station are indicated by the correspondence. 
On May 31, 1893, the Admiral wrote: 

As I have stated. Iam of the opinion that the 
provisional government is solialy and firmly 
established, and that its rule is bringing quiet 
and contentment to the islanders. 

June 28, 1893, he wrote: 

I must inform the department that the sta bili- 
ty and solidity of the provisional government are 
not considered to be all t hau impre me 
so favorably. It would appear that the iron hee! 
of military law is really what serves to keep the 
provisional government in authority. One of the 
government officials said to Minister Blount that 
he considered the condition of affairs here as bad 
as it ever had n. 

A month later the Admiral wrote: 

Surely the government they now give the 
ple is the best tney have ever had. I believe in 
their eventual success and have implicit faith in 


it. 

Under date of Sept. 17, 1893, Secretary 
Herbert notifies Admiral Skerret that he had 
misconstrued instructions, and directs him to 


afford British subjects and property such pro- 
tecfion as has always been accorded by vessels 
of American fleets to the subjects of her Brit- 


annic Majesty and their property in like cir- 
cumstances in the absence of British vessels. 
The next telegram under date of Oct. 20, 
marked confidential, directs Admiral 
Skerret totransfer his flag to the Boston 
and proceedto San Francisco at once 
with his personal staff by first mail steamer. 
„It is the intention of the department,“ he 
says. to trunsfer you to the command of the 
Asiatic station. A similar telegram of the 
next day directs Admiral Irwin to proceed to 
Honolulu. The instructions to Admiral Irwin 
do not appear in the budget. The only refer- 
ence to them is the following paragraph from 
a letter from Admiral Irwin to the depart- 
ment dated at Honolulu, Nov. 14: 

I have carefully studied the instructions of the 
department. They are perfectly clear to me, and 
will be carried out to the best of my ability.

DR. ALEXANDER MARTIN OF DEPAUW.

In 1868 he organized the 
West Virginia University, and was for eight 
years its President. In 1875 he was elected 
to the chair of mental and moral sciences in 
Depauw University. He subsequently be- 
came and remained its President until 1889, 
when he resigned, being succeeded by Dr. J. 
P. D. John. Dr. Martin was highly honored 
by the Methodist Episcopal Church. The de-

D. by his alma ma- 
ter. At the time of his death Dr. Martin held 
his old position of the chair of professor of 
mental and moral sciences in Depauw Univer-

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NEW ELEVATED BONDS 


LAKE STREET DOMPANY WILL ISSUE 
BONDS ON NEW BRANOHES. 


Prospective Increase by That Company of 
Both Bonds and Stock Securities Ad- 
vance in the Local Market in Spite of 
Decided Weakness in Wall Stree teEle- 
vated Bonds Are Heavy More Interest 
in Brewertes—Strong Sterling Rates 
News of the Commercial World. | 


The plans of the Lake Street Elevated rail- 
road company regarding. North Side exten- 
sions are beginning to transpire. The com- 
pany obtained an ordinance from the Council 
last May for severai North Side branches. It 
is now given out that the right of way will be 
acquired along the alleys and these branches 
will be built within a much shorter time than 
most people have counted on. No official! in- 
formation has been put out about the method 
of raising money to build these extensions, 
but there is good authority for saying that the 
company proposes to issue something like 
$10.000,000 additional bonds. It is not nec- 
essary for a new mortgage to be made for that 
purpose. The present mortgage really author- 
izes an unlimited amount of bonds, based 
onlyon a proportionate increase of mileage. 
This mortgage provides for the issue of $6,500,- 
000 bonds on the Jine from Market street to West 
Fifty-second street, but additional bonds at the 
rate of $850,000 per mile may be issued up to 
any amount. [tis said the promoters of the road 
have beer offering options on this new issue of 
bonds at the same price the original bonds were 
sold at—that is, at 90. with a stock bonus of 100 
percent. That might be taken to indicate that it 
Was also the intention to increase the capital 
stock $10,000,000, but the insiders deny abso- 
lutely that any increasé whatover of stock is con- 
templated. ‘he salvation of elevated roads lies 

undoubtedly in the direcuon of the construction 
of branches. Itis pretty fully demonstrated that 
a sing/¢ trunk line in a city like Chicago will not 
pay. If elevated roads are to be profitable they 
must have feeders. It becomes an interesting 
question, however, whether a road like the Lake 
Street can carry such large capitalization as it is 
proposed to put upon its shoulders even to obtain 
these branches. 

The insiders appear ostensibly to be buying 
Lake Street stock, but that appearance in refer- 
ence to some of them may be set down certainly 
as decoptive, It is not easy to say, just what 
their plans are in reference to the market, but it 
is evident that there is a desire to supportit. In 
this connection it is interesting fo note that the 
stock which is to be held in the hands of the 
trusteo until next May is offered four points bo- 
low the market for regular stock. If auy body 
really wished to accumulate and carry stock 
he naturally would bug this trusteed stock, 
but all the support seems to ho given to the 
régular stock. 

‘the stock market was broader than 1t has been 
for some time and throughout the list there was 
marked firmness. This was rather surprising, 
considering the decided weakness in Wail street. 
The street railway stocks were in good demand 
and the supply was not large. The prospect of 
an early distribution of the No Side surplus 
gave strength to that stock and it sold up from 
249, the closing price ‘iaturday,\to 251.

The chief loss is in the export 
of breadstuffs, which, compared with the corre- 
sponding month of last year, shows a decline of 
over $7,000,000, The exports of provisions were 
$11,356,268, against $13,055,412 in November, 
1892. The exports of breadstuffs were 611.130, 
192, against $18,255,080. Exports of cotton 
were $38,775,868. against $38,441,827. Exports 
of oils were $3, 366,150, against $3, 910, 510. The 
decline in the exports of breadstuffs for Novem- 
ber was much sharper than it has averaged 
lately. For the five months ending with Novem- 
ber the exports of breadstuffs amounted to 
$84,340,000, against 891.707.000 for the corre- 
sponding five months of last year.

ATTACK ON STOCK MARKET PRICES, 


Selling Pressure Particularly Marked in the 
Grangers, Reading, and New England. 


New York, Dec. 18.—{Special.]~There was a con- 
cortod professional attack on prices today, starting 
with sales from London, a fair share of whith may 
safely be presumed to have originated in this city.

SWINDLER FROM CHICAGO IN JAIL. 


Louis Paquet Attempts to Defraud Indiana

—A swindler who gives the name of Louis 
Paquet, saloonkeeper of Chicago. is in the 
Crawfordsville jail with several ugly charges 
against him. He came here three weeks ago 
and made deposits of several hundred dollars 
at three local banks. using a different name 
at each to inspire confidence. He began ne- 
gotiating business at each bank with checks 
given by his aliases, which were always hon- 


ored in clearances. Bogus notes were given 
for collection on parties at Ladoga, and a pal 
there impersonating these mythical debtors 
always paid up promptly.

His accom- 
plice, a red-headed young man, made his es- 
cape. Paquet refuses to disclose his identity.

BLINDS OF THE COTTAGE DRAWN, 


Testimony of the Day in the Dan Coughlin 


Case. 


Isaac Robinson, a police officer, was the 
first witness examined yesterday in the 
Cronin case. He testified that on the night 


of May 7 and again May 12, 1889; he visited 


the Carlson cottage. On his first visit the 
blinds were ail closed except the one next to 


the door. May 12 both blinds were open. On 
the cross-examinatio&’ Attorney Wing brought 
out the fact that on the night of May 12 the 
witness with Officer Hunkler saw a light in 
the Carlson cottage and also discovered two 
men standing under an umbrella close to the 
cottage and that when he asked who they were 
they answered that they belonged to the 
cottage over there,“ pointing out the Carlson 
cottage. On redirect examination Attorney 
Bottum developed that on the night of May 7 
the witness had arrested two men, one of 
them just as he was coming out of the gate 
before the Carlson cottage. The men were 
taken to the station and released the next 
morning. This fact did not come out at the 
first trial. ; ‘ 

Officer Joseph Hunkler corroborated the 
testimony of the preceding witness as to see- 
ing two men standing near the Carison cot- 
tage the night of May 12. 

Jndertaker John Carroll, to whose place of 
business the body of Dr. Cronin was removed, 
testified that he had seen the remains and had 
been present when the tooth-plate was taken

Drs. Brower, Church, and Kiernan Testify 
That the Murderer Is a Sufferer from 
Paran® Their Belief in His Insanity 
Leads Drs. Brower and Church to De- 
cline to Serve Longer as Experts in 
Behalf of the State—Guiteau Testimony 
Is Cited, 

There is a sensation in the Prendergast 
trial. Attorneys for the State charge that the 
medical men called by them have gone over 
to the defense, It is said that Prendergast is 
supplied with money contributed by persons 
for his defense, and that this money is being 
used to employ experts. This has not been 
proved. 

Most prominent among the witnesses ex- 

amined yesterday were Dr. Archibald Church 

and Dr. D. R. Brower. Each of these gentle- 
men was asked : 

By whom was you employed in this case?

After leaving the court-room Dr. Church 
and Dr. Brower explained the situation as fol- 
lows, the statement being made by Dr. Church 
and agreed to by Dr. Brower as being equally 
applicable in each incident to himself.

was sane they certainly had no use for my evi- 
dence, which was directly opposed to that idea. 
Since that time I have been subpcenaed for the de- 
fense. Of course I had to obey the law and camo. 
I have told what I think of the man, and that I 
consider him crazy. By refusi to goon the 
stand for the State I have refused a fee of several 
hundred dollars. I believe that poor devil is 
crazy and will not be hung if I can help it. 

What Dr. Church has said is equally ap- 
plicable to my case, said Dr. Brower, who 
had heard him make the statement. 


Dr. Charch’s Letter. 


This is the letter referred to by Dr. Church: 

Dec. 15.—Jacob Kern, State’s-Attorney, Chica- 
go—My Dear Sir: After giving the Prendergast 
matter thorough consideration and after repeat- 
ed examinations of the man I have reached the 
conclusion that he was not criminally responsi- 
ble for the act for which he is indicted, and 
therefore called Wednesday at your office to in- 
form you of this opinion that you might know ex- 
actly where I stood in the matter. I was unable 
to find you, so had a conversation with Mr. Todd 
to the same effect. I should, holding such an 
opinion, be unable to serve vou as a witness for 
the prosecution, and therefore feel that my con- 
nection with the case is terminated. I therefore 
hand you bill for my service in the matter, and 
beg to remain, very truly yours, 

ARCHIBALD CHURCH. 

Among the doctors who have been called by 
the State’s-Attorney to examine Prendergast 
are Drs. Church, Brower, Moyer, Dewey, 
Bluthardt, Spray, Clevenger. and Lyman. It 
is underst that in addition to Drs. Church 
and Brower at least two of these men will do 
as Drs. Brower and Church have done and ap- 
pear for the defense, although having made 
the examination at the request of the State. 

In regard to the desertion from his side of 
the case of some of the doctors called to tes- 
tify as experts Mr. Trude said last evening 
after the late adjournment of court: 


Says the Plans Were Made Known, 


These doctors were all employed by the 
State. They attended our conferences and 
knew all the plans of the prosecution and the 
line of evidence which it proposed to intro- 
duce. From time to time we have been sur- 
prised to find that our plans were known to 
outside persons. I havea letter in my pocket 
from a representative of a certaifl society 
which shows that the writer has received in- 
formation that is reliable in regard to the 
plans of the prosecution.” 

The first witness called in the afternoon 
session was Wilbur F. Davis. He gave some 
testimony of minor importance in regard to 
an interview with Prendergast the night of 
the shooting. 

Dr. Eugene Talbot took the stand and testi- 
fied that he was a doctor of dentistry and 
medicine. He gave some measurements that 
he had made of Prendergast's skull and pre- 
sented a plaster of paris cast of his jaw. He 
claimed to be the founder of the system by 
which he could tell from the appearance of 
the jaw, ears, and other features whether a 
man was sound or unsound mentally. But 
under cross-examination his testimony was 
left without much value for the defense. 

Dr. Archibald Church was the next witness 
and one of the first questions put to him was: 

At whose request did you make an exam- 
ination of the prisoner?” : 

This brought Mr. Trude to his feet at once 
with an objection to his telling the circum- 
stances, and the court sustained the objection. 
A long hypothetical question was put to the 
witness. Init the evidence so far introduced 
by the defense was given in a condensed 
form, and he was asked whether he would 
consider a man who committed homicide 
under those circumstances to be sane or in- 


ne. 
Dr. Church’s reply was: He is insane.“ 
Thinks He Js Insane. 


Dr. Daniel R. Brower took the stand and, in 
answer to the hypothetical question of the de- 
fense, he answered that the man was insane. 
As in the case of Dr. Church, he told of visit- 


ing him in the jail and said he based his opin- 


ion upon the result of these visits. At the 
end of his direct testimony. Dr. Brower was 
given a lively half-hour with Mr. Trude. 

Dr. Kiernan was the last witness put upon 
the stand. Hetold of the disease known as 
parancea and said the prisoner was afflicted 
with that form of insanity. Upon cross-exam- 
ination Mr. Trude asked him questions in re- 
gard to the testimony which he had given in 
the Guiteau case. When Dr. Kiernan went 
on the witness stand he declined to raise his 
hand to be sworn and said to the Judge that 
he preferred to affirm. Reading from the 
evidence in the Guiteau case r. Trude 
asked: 

Did you upon that occasion state that five 
men out of every twenty-five are insane? 

I want to explain,“ said the witness. 

‘* Did you make that statement!“ 

did.“ 

Later the doctor had an opportunity to ex- 
plain that his answer on that occasion was 
made under the confusion of cross-examina- 
tion. 

There was a late session of court lasting 
until nearly 7 p. m. to make up for the delay 
caused by the failure of the defense to have 
witnesses on hand in the morning. Court will 
be held today as usual, regardless of the elec- 
tion. 


SAYS HE HAS NOT BEEN SUMMONED. 


Mr. George Does Not Know That He Is 
Wanted in the Prendergast Trial, 

Granv Rarins, Mich., Dec. 18.—[Special.] 
Henry George, who lectured here tonight, 
was asked whether he was to testify in the 
Prendergast murder case in Chicago. In re- 
ply he said he had received no intimation 
from the court that his testimony was wanted. 
He said that some time ago he received a let- 
ter signed by Prendergast, in which the writer 
said that he was in jail for killing Mayor 
Harrison, whom he had put out of 
the way for three reasons, one of which 
was that the Mayor had _ interfered 
with Prendergast’s dissemination of single 
tax theories. He had no doubt he would 
be discharged on trial, and would then renew 
his written intercourse with Mr. George. That 
was the first and only letter that Mr. George 


had received from Prendergast, but three 
days later a letter came trom the murderer’s 
attorney asking him to forward any corre- 
— he might have from Prendergast 
which would te to establish the prisoner's 
insanity. He forwarded him this letter, but 


says he 


does not even know whether it was 
written by the murderer, as he had never seen 


the handwriting before.

There are two hours in the morn- 
ing therefore when they can exercise the fran- 
chise. Clerks and professional and business- 
men will have no difficulty in voting before their 
business hours. Fully 75 per cent of the vote 
ought to be in before 10 o’clock. Vote early. 
Be sure you vote before the polls close at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. You cannot vote

WHYSWIFT SHOULD BE ELECTED MAYOR 

A Mayor has certain important duties to 
perform, and on the way in which he per- 
forms them the peace and well-being of the 
community largely depend. Whoever wishes 
to put a competent man in the Mayor’s chair 
will vote for Swift. He has experience and 
Hopkins has none. Hopkins knows nothing 
about municipal government; practically or 
theoretically Swift knows the City Hall like a 
book. He has served there as Alderman, 
Commissioner of Public Works, and acting 
Mayor. 

Having this thorough experience Mr. Swift 
can manage city affairs with an economy and 
efficiency which Mr. Hopkins could not equal 
even if he wished to do so, However much 
he might be opposed to fraud he could not 
detect fraud. No matter how much any de- 
partment might require overhauling and re- 
forming it never woula be done by him be- 
cause he never would be able to see where re- 
form was needed. 

At this time of all others economy is most 
needed. The extravagance of the preceding 
administration and the shrinkage of revenues 
have led to a deficit which ean be provided 
for only by frugal management. Swift with 
his knowledge can retrench and cut off su- 
perfluous expenses. With him as Mayor the 
city will keep within its income. With Hop- 
kins it will not. Not merely because Mr. 
Hopkins does not know how but because he 
would not want to if he did. 

During his brief tenure of office as acting 
Mayor Mr. Swift has shown that he has not 
lost those admirable executive qualities he 
had displayed in other positions. He has 
made the police force non-partisan and thus 
increased its efficiency. He has detected 
stuffed pay-rolls at a glance and stopped their 
payment. Whether Mr. Hopkins has any ex- 
ecutive ability no one knows. It is certain 
the people have never thought so, for they have 
never called on him to fill any office in their 
gift. 

If Mr. Swift is elected the reforms he has 
made will be adhered to and others will be 
‘carried out, It Mr. Hopkins is elected the 
police will become partisan. and the stuffed 
pay-rolls will be bigger than ever. For, what- 
ever Mr. Hopkins may say, his intention is to 
run the city, if he is elected, in such a man- 
ner as to serve a party and not the people. 
He has been reared in the school of the ward 
politician.

THE HAWAIIAN MESSAGE. 

The long-looked-for message of the Presi- 
dent upon Hawaiian affairs at last has been 
made public. It is interminably long and 
with the exception of the closing paragraph 
adds not a word of information that was not 
known long ago. As was to have been ex- 
pected, the President acted upon the ex parte 
report of Paramount Blount, which he styles 
an accurate, full, and impartial investiga- 
tion,“ though Blount did not summon a wit- 
ness on the other side, His testimony is roy- 
alist testimeny. The provisional government 
and its friends were not accorded a hearing. 
The pubiic will not agree with the President 
that such a one-sided investigation is * accu- 
rate, full, and impartial.”’ On the other hand, 
it is inaccurate, incomplete, and groasly 
prejudiced. 

It goes without saying that the President 
charges the overthrow of the Queen upon the 
action of ex-Minister Stevens in landing the 
marines, and claims that she surrendered, not 
to the provisional government, but to the 
United States. The President hardly could 
decide otherwige, as he was relying upon the 
ex parte report of the man who was sent there 
to prepare a report which should fit the policy 
and who was authorized to usurp diplomatic 
functions, to take command of naval forces, 
and to act asa diplomatic agent without the 
advice or consent of the Senate, as required 
by law. Blount worked up the case for 
Cleveland, was in the confidence of the Queen 
and her party, and the latter knew long before 
the provisional government that the adminis- 
tration would use its influence to put 
her back on the throne. It was 
supposed that she was on the throne 
when Gresham wrote his letter. There is 
little doubt of that. Then came the news that 
the Queen was not on the throne and that the 
Provisional government was managing affairs 
in an orderly and peaceful manner. There- 
upon Willis was instructed to notify the 
Queen that it was the desire of the adminis- 
tration she should return to power if she 
would agree to be clement and just in her ex- 
ercise of authority and not retaliate. It was 
superfluous magnaaimity, however, on Cleve- 
land’s part. It was all very well for him to 
tell his friend Liliuokalani he wanted her on 
the throne, but how was she to get there with- 
out help from the United States forces, which 
neither Cleveland nor Gresham dared to fur- 
nish, as it would have been an act of war? 
Thus the plot to restore the Queen was 
blocked kg the Queen herself. Pitifully the 
President declares, first, the conditions 
have not proved acceptable to the Queen, 
and though she has been informed that they 
wil be insisted upon, and that, unless ac- 

ceded to, the efforts of the President to aid in 
the restoration of her government will cease, 
| have not thus far learned that she is willing 
to yield them her acquiescence ;”’ and, second, 
with a still more pitiful outburst of grief, 
the check which my plans have thus en- 
countered has prevented their presentation 
to the members of the provisional govern- 
ment, while the unfortunate public misrepre- 
sentations and exaggerated statements of the 
sentiments of our people have obviously in- 
jured the prospects of successful executive 
mediation.” 

In this emergency the President leaves the 
entire question with Congress, where he 
should have left it at the beginning, instead 
of usurping the functions of that body. The 
story astold by the President will not add to 
his reputation as a statesman. It records the 
failure of the most bungling piece of diplo- 
macy ever attempted by representatives of 
this government. In an outburst of angry 
resentment at the failure of the plot to turn a 
revolution backward the President declares 

_he will not submit the treaty of annexation to 
the Senate. It is safe to say that that body 
will let the provisional governn,ent alone. 
Being left alone it is evident already, the con- 
ditions under which it was established having 
failed, that it will make itself permanent by 
establishing a republic, thus ending the last 
hopes of Liliuokalani and bringing the con- 
spiracy at Washington to a fitting close. The 
policy of infamy has not worked well, though 
it well may be imagined the President is re- 
lieved to get the Queén off his hands. Mean- 
while we have not heard the last of it. There 
will be some ugly questions asked in the 
Senate. 


AUTHORS OF THE NEW TARIFF BILL. 
Who are the men who are elaborating that 
tariff bill which the Democratic Congress is 
to pass? Whence do they come and what are 
their qualifications for this important task? 
First and foremost stands Speaker Crisp. He 
was placed in the Speaker’s chair by Confed- 
erate influence in the party. He hails from 
the little village of Americus in the State of 
Georgia. It is destitute of manufactories and 
has no productive industries. He, having the 
making up of the committeesin his hands, 
packed that on Ways and Means with South- 
ern Confederates representing no industries 
except the raising of cotton, tobacco, rice, 
and peanuts by the manual labor of negro 
field hands.

McMillin is from Carthage, Tenn.; Turner 
from Quitman, Ga.; Breckinridge from Pine 
Bluff, Ark., and Montgomery from Elizabeth- 
town, Ky., all of them quiet little places 
where the blacksmith’s shop is the nearest ap- 
proach to a manufacturing establishment. 
These particular Representatives are all vil- 
lage lawyers. They are unacquainted with 
the great important interests which are affect- 
ed by tariff legislation. They know nothing 
of manufacturing or commerce. They have 
theories regarding both, but they are ignorant 
of facts. These are the men who have been 
intrusted with the drafting of a tariff bill. It is 
not to be wondered at that they have gotten one 
up which will destroy $70,000,000 of revenue 
and cut down the pay ot ten millions of wage- 
workers. Think of the absurdity, to use no 
harsher word, of intrusting legislation calling 
for the possession of economic information 
and ability of the highest order to men living 
in small. villages the aggregate population. 
and business of which do not equal those of 


an average Chicago residence ward. 


To make matters all the worse these free 


trade Confederates on the committe do not 


who favor that policy. The success of Hop- 


the Northern workingmen. They look on 
these wage-workers as merely so many igno- 
rant, partisan voting cattle whose votes are 
useful to put the low wages free trade Demo- 
crats into power and office. It is the belief of 
the members of the committee that these 
„ mudsill“ voters never will revolt, no mat- 
ter what is done to them, and that they will 
remain patient and obedient under maltreat- 
ment, like the colored laborers of the South. 

These Confederates who believe in the ig- 
norance and submissiveness of Northern 
workingmen will look on every vote cast for 
Hopkins today as a confirmation of their 
theories. Every vote for Hopkins will be 
counted by them asa vote for the low wages 
Wilson bill, and will strengthen their de- 
termination to force it to a passage.

THE ONLY TRUE WAY TO PETITION CON- 
GRESS. 

A committee of the marble workers and 
finishers of this city has drawn upa request 
to the Illinois delegation in Congress— 

To contend for the maintenanc: of the exist- 
ing tariff laws which make it possible forews as 
marble workers to compete with cheap foreign 
labor and to earn wages sufficient to respectably 
keep and educate our families and ourselves. 


This is progress. Last year the;2 marble 
workers, while asking that the importation of 
marble cut by convicts bo prohibited, voted 
generally for Cleveland and low duties on 
foreign products, marble being one of them. 
It seemed to them at that time that protec- 
tion did not proteet them. 

When the Wilson bill was made public it 
appeared that it reduced decidedly the duties 
on dressed marble. With the reductions be- 
fore them the employers of the marble work- 
ers of this city said unanimously that if the 
Wilson bill passed it would be necessary for 
them to import marble dressed unless the 
men who worked for them would shave down 
thelr wages sufficiently to enable them to 
compete with the cheap foreign labor. The 
men have taken alarm dhd are asking the 
Illinois Congressmen to save them their 
wages and their comfortable homes. 

Nothing will be gained by this kind ofa re- 
quest. Much can bs gained, however, if it is 
presented in another and more forcible form. 
If Mr. Hopkins, low tariff Democrat, receives 
a majority of the votes cast today the 
Illinois Democrats, especially Messrs. Black, 
Hunter, Durborow, McGann, and Goldzier, 
willsay thatthe instruction to vote for a 
tariff for revenue only,“ given them in No- 
vember, 1892, has not been withdrawn but 
reiterated. When they receive the request of 
the marble workers they will put it in the 
waste-basket. They will say, and will be 
justified in ‘doing so, that this request of a 
handful of men ought not to be listened to 
when the majority of the wage-workers of 
Chicago have put themselves on the record 
once more as being in favor of the competi- 
tion of cheap foreign labor and of low wages. 

If on the other hand the workingmen of this 
city by voting against the man who represents 
the party whose policy has deprived them of 
shelter and of food except what charity may 
give them, or has cut down their wages so that 
the comforts of their homes have disappeared. 
elect his opponent and declare thus that Chi- 
cago is notin favor of a tariff policy which 
kills work and breeds destitution, then those 
Democrats who were elected to the House of 
Representatives by Chicago votes will listen 
with respectful attention to the requests of 
any body of workingmen for legislation which 
will protect their wages. Those Congressmen, 
seeing a majority of 36,000 for a tariff 
for revenue only.“ given before the working- 
men knew how it would operate, changed into 
a minority afver the workingmen had had a 
premonitory taste of its effects, would not 
be as inclined to vote for the Wilson bill as 
they are now, for they want to be reélected. 

If those workingmen who do not relish low 
wages and half-time jc bs, or who are begin- 
ning to see that if protection is trimmed 
wages must be trimmed also, go to the polls 
teday and vote for Hopkins, they will be 
guilty of folly which may be called criminal. 
For they impoverish not only themselves but 
also their families. A single laborer may sell 
his work if he pleases for wages which barely 
enable him to rent a rooin in a hovel and to 
buy a scanty meal. He has no right, if mar- 
ried, to drag down his wife and children, 

If Hopkins is elected the wage-workers 
of this city will have to take their low wage 
medicine whether they like it or not. They 
may request Congressmen or petition Con- 
gress. Neither will avail them. If they repeat 
in December of 1893 the instructions they 
gave in November of 1892 they must expect 
their members to act on them. This being 
the case, will the men whose wages have been 
cut already, or whose wages will be cut after 
the Wilson bill passes, turn out today and 
cut their own throats by voting for Hopkins? 


Tue statement of bank clearings for last 
week in the principal cities of the United 
States sent from New York contained several 
important errors when it appeared in print. 
Whether those errors were the fault of the 
compiler, the telegraph office, pr the compos- 
ing room may not be ‘known, but the correc- 
tion should be furnished. According to the 
Financial Chronicle the percentages of de- 
crease included the following for the week 
ending with Saturday: New York City, 41.6; 
Boston, 26.7; Philadelphia, 23.3; Baltimore, 
22.6; Chicago, 20.7; total for the United 
States, 36.9. The cities are named in the 
order of percentages. The aggregate ex- 
changes show an increase of about 100 mill- 
ions over the previous week, or fully 7 per 
cent, which is an important gain. All but 
fourteen of the cities show a decrease from a 


year ago. 


Mayor Swirt has stopped the payment of 
one pay-roll which footed up $18,000 for one 
month, or more than $200,000 a year. 
Some of the names on that roll were those of 
dead men and others those of men who did 
no work.

the mails to voters of foreign birth in the 


hope that they would be incensed thereby 
and, not discovering the fraud, would vote for 
Hopkins. This was a rascally piece of busi- 
ness. Every man who got one of those lying 
circulars is notified that it was sent out . 
Democrats and not by Republicans. The lat- 
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got one of those circulars should vote for 
Swift to show what he thinks of the dirty 
work of the Democrats. 


A Year ago last month the majority of the 
Chicago workingmen voted for Mr. Cleve- 
land, being told his election would lower the 
prices of the goods they bought, but not their

Today he is in the soup-house, The 
man who is able to get work now gets less 
than he did a year ago, or he has been noti- 
fied that he will get less as soon as the Wilson 
bill passes. Are they angry with the men 
who fooled them or are they going to accept 
the situation uncomplainingly? Are they 
going to send a message of congratulation” 
to Mr. Cleveland and Chairman Wilson by 
electing Hopkins, or will they, by electing 
Swift, tell the Democratic Congress that low 
work and hard times are not popular in Chi- 
cago? It does not seem possible that there is 
a single workingman who, seeing on every 
side of him and feeling himself, the misery 
which the expectation of the passage of u iow 
tariff bill has caused, can vote for Hopkins, 
and thus ask Congress to go on with its wage- 
cutting work, 


Cuicaco has come to be a wealthy city. 
The leaders of a local Tammany would find 
good pickings here.

Do they mean 
to vote for the candidate of the party whose 
tariff policy has beggared them and whose 
election will be taken everywhere as a sign 
that the workingmen of this city are in love 
with hard times and would rather have the 
Democrats goon and smash the remaining 
industries of the country?

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ITS BACK TO THE POOR 


DR GRAY OHARGES THE OHUROR 
WITH NEGLECT OF THE LABORER. 


In an Address Before 300 Methodist Min- 
isters He Makes Some Sensational State- 
ment He Pronounces tt a Crime to 
Re a Tramp, but Urges That Preachers 
Go Into the Worst Districts of the City 
Editor Stead’s Ideas—Congregational 
Ministers Speak of Unemployed Women. 

Three hundred Methodist ministers of this 
city and surrounding districts crowded the 
lecture room of the First Methodist Church 
yesterday morning to hear what had been re- 
ported would provea sensational paper on 

»The Relation of the Church to the Unem- 

ployed,’ by the Rev. Dr. G. W. Gray. Dr. 

Gray is at the head of what is fermed For- 

ward Movement forthe City of Chicago,“ now 

being inaugurated and having for its specific 
object the establishing of a center of moral 
reform in the most neglected section 
of the City of Chicago by organ- 
izing a ‘forward movement’ 
could be provided a créche, a Christian kin- 
dergarten, free dispensary, medical attend. 
ance, industrial and night schools, reading- 


rooms, lecture course, a system of visitation 


which would give thorough information as to 
the needs of the community,” and in brief, 
where there could be utilized any fofm of ap- 
plied Christianity which might seem practica- 
ble in winning the people to a better life. 

The doctor was given the most profound at- 
tention. Mostof his utterances were given 
fervent amens, some of them produced mng- 
ing laughter, one or two of them were hissed, 
while several things he suid were thoroughly 
disagreed with. 

The first part of Dr. Gray’s paper was de- 
voted to the elimination of the professional 
tramp. In part he said: 


In this country we have five professional classes 
—the lawyer, physician, minister, teacher, and 
tramp. The latter has a language of his own—a 
yurpose and method outside of physical exe rtion. 
zy his own election he takes himself outside of 
Christian recognition, or nearly so. “If any will 
not work,” said Paul, “neither let him eat. 
Hunger is God's persuasive influence to induce 
men to be industrious. To feed a professional 
tramp who will not work is to interfere with 
God's plan in securing his salvation. It is as se- 
rious a responsibility as to dispel the spirit 
of conviction felt by a repenting sinner. 
A spasm of sympathy that gathers the tramps 
of the city *together and feedsjthem may be 
creditable to the heart, but it is not to the intel- 
ligence, and is no part of Christianity. We nave 
no more right to allow our sympathy to control 
us in this matter than to permit it to interfere 
with the execution of justice. The publication 
by our 7 press of what is being done in the 
way of indiscriminate feeding of the poor we re- 
gard as unfortunate. 


Crime to Be a Tramp. 


The tramp is a criminal under the sentence of 
God's law of hunger. The relation of the church 
to the tramp is the sa which it sustains to any 
other class of outlaws—he stands a self-convicted 
criminal. Christ fed the peoplein an emergency, 
but — the demoralizing tendency and 
corrected it as soon as possible. Weare, how- 
ever, in the presence of an emergency which must 
be met. To do it unwisely is to pauperize the re- 
cipient, to neglect it is to criminalize bim. Let 
us keep in mind that there is another want which 
must be meta desire to be a man, independent, 
self-supporting, self-respecting, which can only 
be maintained by an opportunity of earning the 
needed food. 

In a Christian government, at least, the oppor- 
tunity to earn a bare subsistence should be af- 
forded by the State. Butif the State does not 
do it the church should. There are over 500 
churches in Chicago. That meang 500 houses 
with 500 paid Superintendents, arothd whom are 

athered official boards made up of the most in- 

uential men in the neighborhood. With stich 
vantage ground the Christian church should 
know every man, woman, and child; their needs, 
and be ready to meet them; their possibilities, 
and be ready to develop them. 

If the Christian church were the real Christ 
church--the kingdom of heaven—it would have 
more poor people init. Itis supreme folly to 
say that the church does not make a distinction 
in favor of wealth—a preference so marked that 
it creates a * in the minds of the poor 
of insincerity. We have been creditably informed 
that a minister of the conference stated to his 
congregation that a given church enterprise was 
to be planned in the interest of the wealthy and 
if the poor did not care to come they could stay 
away. The rector of a large 1 church in 
Brooklyn reports not n a single working 
man among his members The 17 of a large 
Congregational church said: © have one car- 
penterin our church, but we haven't a single 
servingman or servingwoman. 


Neglecting the Poor, 


Investigation touching the typical manufactur. | 


ing cities of the United States show that church 
neglect of the poorer classes is rapidly increas- 
ing. The poor are greater in number than the 
well-to-do class, yet but few are in the wealthier 
and stronger Protestant churches. If they were 
they would learn of each other's wants, they 
could assist each other, anda desire to work 
would be met by opportunity. We fear that 
many of our wealthier churches have practically 
signed a release to the devil of all interest in the 
poor of the community. If the church 
was doing its duty toward the working 
classes there would be fewer poor in the world. 
If the working classes were converted the unem- 
ployed as a class would cease. It is possible, nay 
we may say probable, if the church was as earnest 
and spent as much money to save the poorer 
classes ms to save 28 wealthier classes, 
the problem of the unemployed would need no 
solution. It is safe to say t of the $65,000,000 
spent for liquor last year a very large proportion 
came from thé scanty treasures of the poor. 
Whatever would check this flow of wealth out 
of the pockets of the poor would certainly re- 
lieve much of the misery,that is upon us. Down 
in Arkansas they have a law not permitting a sa- 
loon to come within a mileof achurch. The 
church seems to have reversed the law and 
does not permit herself to go within a mile of 
a saloon. Wo need to plant churches in the midst 
of the working classes in the down-town dis- 
tricts, in the midst of the saloons. We need to 
make them more attractive than the saloon, 
keep them open more hours in the twenty-four 
than the saloon, and do more to save the work- 
ingman than the saloon does to ruin him. What 
we plead for is that the Christian church shall 
do as much to save the day laborers as it has 
been doing to save the merchant and the pro- 
fessional man. 

In every large city the church should have a 
central station, established on the lowest moral 
level, with all of the appliances to meet the 
wants of the people, and in such a manner as to 
lead them to Christ. 


Editor Stead Talks. 


William T. Stead had entered the room 
during the reading of the paper and as Dr. 
Gray finished speaking the edttor was called 
for. He said: 

As for the tramp problem, I would say treat 
tramps like other outlaws. They are a criminal 
disease on the face of humanity and should be 
locked up and taught how to work. 

As to worthy unemployed it is clearly the duty 
of the church to come to their assistance. There 
are 50,000 unemployedin your city today. If 
the remaining million people had a complete 
sense of their Christain duty this condition would 
not prevail. Yet if you could picture to 
this well-fed million the peculiar suffer- 
ing of the 50,000, help would be forth- 
coming. Bring the suffering home, feel that you 
1 are without food and fire, that the land- 
ord's notice of eviction lies on your mantel- 
piece, that piece by piece everything has been 
pawned. Then picture yourself and family beg- 
ging and starving in the street. When your 
imagination becomes vivid enough to see the 
thing as itisthen yousee by the light of — 
golden rule. This is the church's golden op 
tunity. Ifyou will zou can solve the proble 
and afford the necessary relief. 

Fire of Comment Follows, 


The meeting then precipitated a running fire 
of quickly-spoken comment on Dr. Gray’s 
paper, all quarters of the crowded room con- 
tributing to the discussion. In the course of 
this Mayor Swift’s name was mentioned. 
There were cries of approbation from several 
parts of the house. 

This won't do at all.“ said the Chairman. 
No politics is allowable here. 

No, of course not,” shouted a minister, 
„for this isn't a political rally, though we all 
know how we'll vote.’ 

This was followed by hearty applause, 
topped off with hearty laughter on the part of 
the entire audience. 

While most of the comment on Dr. Gray’s 
paper was hearty indorsement of most of it, 
yet several of the speakers thought he gave 
the church much less than the real amount of 
credit due. All were unanimous that there

They 
fled precipitately and were fired on. Mrs. 
Hendricks was mortally wounded, and Mrs. 
Garrett fell wounded in the arm. Patrick

HE CONFESSES AGAIN. 


GOODRIOH MAKES ANOTHER STATE- 
MENT OF THE ORON TRAGEDY. 


Admits That He Was in the House at the 
Time of the Murder and Robbery and 
Not Merely Watching Outside—Spof- 
ford and Logan, He Says, Killed Mrs. 
Cron and Secured Her Money~How the 
Confession Was Secured=—A Vindication 
for Frank Wheeler. : 


Charles Goodrich, the Wilmette suspect, 
made another confession yesterday. To ascer- 
tain extent he contradicts the statement he 
before made, although he still persists in de- 
claring he was not the actual slazer of Mrs. 
Cron. He admits he was actually in Frank 
Wheeler’s house—not merely watching out- 
side—on the night of the murder, and declares 
that Spofford and Logan murdered Mrs. Crou 
and secured her money. 

Goodrich’s successive confessions, with their 
often indirect confirmations, are fast clearing 
up the mystery surrounding the tragedy of 
Nov. 4. All the suspicions which at one time 
clustered around Frank Wheeler have been 
disproved and banished by the latest discov- 
ered facts, and in the opinion of Inspector 
Shea and of the police Frank Wheeler is thor- 
oughly vindicated. One of the things which 
at the time puzzled every one was that the 
burglars should have gained access to the 
house without raising an alarm. It was 
brought out at the inquest that the house was 
thoroughly protected by burglar alarms, and 
Wheeler added some testimony to this. He 
said he reached home at 11:15 o’clock and 
Mrs. Cron told him the basement alarm had 
rung. Not caring to go down she had shut 
off the current. Wheeler himself went down 
and found the west rear window opeh. He 
closed it, but the bell still rang. and, thinking 
the apparatus was out of order, he discon- 
nected the entire basement. Goodrich now 


declares that he, Logan, and Spofford—whose. 


right name is Shaeffer—were hidden in the 
basement when Wheeler went below to see to 
the window. 

How the Confession Was Secured, 

The confession was not secured without a 
deal of trouble. In some way Goodrich se- 
cured possession of a copy of Tue Tabu in 
which his confession was given in full, and it 
scared him. Yesterday he refused to say a 
word, saying: 

Lou tell me you are my friends and won't 
say a word and then Tun Trisune gets alll 
say. I won't talk.“ 

Frank Wheeler reached Chicago from Den- 
ver Sunday and was closeted with Inspector 
Shea for some time. Then the detectives in 
the case were brought in and Goodrich was 
brought from his ceil. It was then he refused 
to talk. After laboring with him some time In- 
spector Shea declared: 

If you won't talk Ican’t help you. The 
only thing to do is to taxe you out to Wil- 
mette and have you go over the ground. I 
didn’t want to do that because I believe you'll 
get lynched if you go out there.“ 

Then he gave orders to take Goodrich back 
to his cell and in two hours’ time to take him 
out to Wilmette. Goodrich was given to un- 
derstand that he would have to look out for 
himself once he got to thetown. That scared 
him and within an hour he had told this story. 

He says he met Shaeffer, whom he knew, 
in a Madison street saloon. Shaeffer asked 
where he was living and Goodrich told him at 
Wilmette. Shaeffer asked if there was any 
place easy to break into out there. Goodrich 
says he told him of Wheeler’s house and of 
the rumors of Mrs. Cron’s hidden money. 
Then he reiterated the story of how the trio 

otto Wilmette and broke into the house. 
‘rom this point his story differs from the one 
he told before. He says all three of them en- 
tered the house and were in the basement 
2 they heard some one enter the front 

oor. 
had a revolver; he had a razor, which he stole 
from Sherman’s house. After a while they 
heard Wheeler coming down-stairs, and n 
and Shaeffer, Goodrich says, told him they 
would shoot Wheeler if he found them. 
Wheeler fixed the window and went away. 
Then he came down again and shook up the 
furnace. They kept their revolvers on him 
ready to shoot if he turned. 


How the Crime Was Committed. 


When the house quieted down Goodrich 

says he, Logan,and Shaeffer went upstairs. 
Logan staid to search the dining-room floor. 
He and Shaeffer went up to Mrs. Cron’s 
room. Mrs. Cron was asleep. A lamp was 
burning low. For thirty minutes Goodrich 
stood guard over the sleeping woman while 
Shaeffer broke open and searched her desk. 
Then, he says, Shaeffer told him to go and 
send Logan up. He did so and waited below. 
In about fifteen minutes he heard horrible 
sounds up-stairs. He went up. Mrs. Cron 
lay near the window. Her throat had been 
cut, and she was dying or dead. The razor 
lay on the floor. Shaeffer told him to pick it 
up and put it in his pocket. Then they 
searched the bed. They tore the bedding to 
pieces, and between the feather bed and the 
mattress Shaetfer found the money and took 
it. Goodrich says Logan had blood on his 
clothes. Logan went to the bathroom and 
there found a suit of clothes; he carried the 
clothes into the kitchen and there changed, 
He says that Logan carried the coal-oil can 
up-stairs and saturated Mrs. Cron’s bed with 
oil and set fire to it. He was outside the 
house and * oe and Shaeffer were carrying 
out the bo: en the shooting began. From 
— 1 on his story is the same as that already 
told. 
Goodrich denies all knowledge of the flre in 
the basement, and admits his story about the 
silver-backed hair brush was false. Part of 
his story is disproved by facts. Gus Specht 
climbed to Mrs. Cron's window. There was 
no fire there, only smoke.. The fire started in 
the basement. Goodrich also omits to ex- 
plain how the razor he says he had“ came to 
be lying, stained with blood, by the side of 
the murdered woman.

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“DENVER COURTS ARE IN OPPOSITION. 
In One Tramps Are ee While in the 
Other They Are Fined, 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 18.—In the police 
court this morning over fifty tough specimens 
that had been .gathered in by the police were 
up for trial, but Judge Frost declined to 
sentence many of them for lack of the proper 
evider ce. Deputy Sheriffs in waiting re- 
arrested the crooks, took them over to the 
Justice courts, where they were all sent to 
the county jail on long terms. Judge Frost 
then caused the arrest of these deputies on a 
charge of contempt of court and all were 
fined; the Mayor, however, remitted the pen- 
alty in each case. 

Ex-Postmaster Charged with Larceny. 

Winamac, Ind., Dee. 18.—[Special.}—Dr. 
Henderson of Knox, Ind., ex-Postmaster under 
President Harrison's administration, was ar- 
rested today by a United States Marshal, the 
warrant charging grand larceny. July, 1891, he 
hired Will Chapel as his assistant, and a short 
time afterwards Henderson claimed that Chapel 
had stolen $500. A compromise was effected in 
which Chapel deeded al! his property to Hender- 
son, taking a receipt in full, and Henderson as- 
suming a mortgage of $250. Chapel sued to re- 
cover the difference between the shortage and 
the value of his property, and the Pulaski County 
jury returned a verdict in favor of Chapel for 


$400. 


Masked Bandits Rob Ohio Farmers. 
ALLIANCE, O., Dec. 18.--[Special. I Six masked 
robbers beat down the door of the residence of 
William Thomas at Palmyra, ten miles north of 
here, early this morning with a battering ram, 
bound Thomas and his wife and son and ran- 
sacked the premises, securing $175. The des- 
peradoes then visited the adjoining residence of 
. D. Williams, forced an entrance, and at the 
point of a revolver ordered the owner to hand 
over his money. Upon his refusal the thieves 
left one of their number to guard Williams while 
the others searched the house, securing $300 and 
valuable papers. 


Colorado Sheep War Reopens. 

GRAND Junction, Colo., Dec. 18.— The Plateau 
sheepmen’s trouble has broken out afresh. Sun- 
day morning 125 bucks, which were being driven 
to Utah, were killed on the hogback, about 
twenty miles above here. James Wallace, in 
charge of the ep, arrived in the city today and 
said that last Sunday ten men came to his camp 
and at the points of revolvers relieved him of his 
gun. Twomen were left to guard him and the 
others drove the sheep about a quarter of a mile 
from the camp and slaughtered them. ‘Then the 

party rode away. One hundred of the sheep were 
killed and the rest maimed with bleeding backs 
and legs.

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IN HER OWN DEFENSE. 


ANNA WAGNER TESTIFIES IN THE 
POISONING CASE. »

Her Evidence at Indianapolis Upsets the 
Theory Yhat She Desired to Marry Koes- 
ters=Through an Interpreter She Tells 
a Story of Her Employer's Niggardly 
Treatment of His Family—Quarrel of 
the Two Sons Over Old Koesters’ Will— 
News of the Northwest. 


IxDIANATOtus, Ind., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
The long looked for sensation in the Anna Wag- 
ner trial came this afternoon when the defend- 
ant took the stand in her own defense. She car- 
ried herself with becoming dignity, gave her 
answers readily through an interpreter, and 
made a strong impression on the jury. Her 
evidence wis only about half taken when 
court adjourned this evening. Her testimony 
not only upset the fanciful theory of the State 
that the girl desired to marry Charles Koes- 
ters and hence set about to remove the mem- 
bers of his family. but her replies, given with 
promptness and apparent honesty, made of 
Koesters a ridiculous object in supposing she 
cared for him. She also showed up his beg- 
garly treatment of his family, that more than 
once sent a sensation through the crowded 
court-room, causing the women to shudder 
and almost hiss the restless, perspiring, and 
would-be avenger. 

Beginning with the fatal illness of little 
Mamie Koesters which preceded that of the 
old couple a few weeks Miss Wagner said the 
child never had proper attention and that 
the father was heartless in attempting to keep 
down expenses. She showed that she wore 
herself out staying up nights with the child 
and administering to its wants. Koesters in- 
sisted on giving the child castor oil, and when 
Miss Wagner said his wife when living always 
gave it in a more palatable form he said 35 
cents per bottle was too much to pay for the 
medicine. Miss Wagner said she went to a 
neighbor's and procured the medicine, how- 
ever, paying the neighbor for what she used. 
She said Koesters gave Mamie her medi- 
cine, leaving his business to go to the 
sick room and prepare the doses, The idea 
was held out that if any poison was adminis- 
tered to the girl Anna Wagner was not the 
poisoner. Concerning the many little things 
which Miss Wagner had purchased for the 
children and for the table, the witness said she 
began buying presents for Mamie, who was 
her favorite, as well as for the other children, 
before the death of Koesters’ wife. She 
gave the girl a ring, which Koesters told her 
to take from the child’s finger in the coffin, 
saying it ought not to be thrown away like 
that. She denied that she ever loved Koes- 
ters, but said after the death of their mother 
*she loved the children much ano hated to see 
them hungry. When she went to buy meat 
Koesters told her that 25 cents’ worth, which 
his wife had been in the habit of purchas- 
ing daily, was too much, that 15 
cents’ worth was plenty. She told him it 
would not go around and he replied that it 
was plenty and that the old folks (his parents, 
whom he was to keep by virtue of having 
their property) had too much toeat. She 
said there was so little on the table that she 
frequently went without eating and the chil- 
dren were hungry. At first she went toa 
neighbor’s and ate, but later she made it a 
point to buy more than he allowed her, pay- 
ing the difference out of her own wages. 


Reason for Reduction in Wages. 


She explained the reduction in her wages 
from $3 to $2 after the wife’s death by say- 
ing she had determified to learn English. To 
do so she had to go to the Sacred Heart 
School and Koesters objected to the loss of 
time. He not only required her to look after 
the house but to help in the store at times. 
Miss Wagner said she would not give up the 
idea of learning English and so offered to rec- 
ompense her employer for the loss in time by 
allowing him to deduct $1 each week from 
her wages. which arrangement seemed to 
please him greatly. She admitted buying 
hiin a pair of gloves, but declared he instruct- 
ed her todo so and refunded her the money 
for the same afterwards. 

When questioned regarding her apparently 
extreme and tender solicitude for his comfort 
and that of the children she said it was not to 
make any impression on his heart but be- 
cause while his Wife lay dead in the house 
K oesters called her aside and said he wanted 
her to take entire charge of things and “run 
the house just as Mary did.“ She testified he 
told her to look after his clothes and keep 
them and those of the children in repair. He 
did not know where his things were and 
she had to get everything for him. The mat- 
ter of the poison was not reached today. 

During the day Mr. and Mrs. Bergman, the 
witness’ brother and wife, testified to giving 
her the box of- poison which was found in the 
house. 

Charles Baden of the Milwaukee Brewing 
company was put on the stand and testified to 
a quarrel between Charles Koesters and his 
brother Frank over the disposition of their 
father’s property, which occurred in the room 
where the old gentleman lay sick. Baden had 
been called to write the will and he threatened 
to leave before the boys settled their differ- 
endes. 

Attorney Spaan stated to the jury after 
Boden left the stand that he proposed to show 
that the lives of the dead members of the 
family stood in the way of the brothers gain- 
ing the estate and that there was a motive on 
their part in desiring to get rid of them. 
Charles Koesters is the chief witness against 
the girl. 

Bank Indictments Withheld, 

The grand jury, which was expected to re- 
port on the Indianapolis Bank case, failed to 
assemble today, and no report is expected be- 
fore Wednesday. The issuing of subpoenas 
for one or two witnesses led some persons to 
believe that perhaps the case would be re- 
opened and testimony taken as to the liability 
of persons who had indirect dealings with the 
bank. It was learned, however, today that 
the summoning of the additional witnesses 
will not change the status of the case. 

Members ot the Street Railway Brotherhood 
are bitter in their denunciation of President 
Haughey of the defunct Indianapolis Nation- 
al Bank and of Manager McLean of the street 
railway company. To these two they charge 
the death of the rotheshood in this city, 
which decided Saturday night to return its 
charter to the National Federation of Labor. 
The brotherhood not only lost nearly $7,000 
in the bank failure, but the bank was used as 
a savings bank by the men, the majority 2 
whom owned their own homes and were 
thrifty class of men. It is said there is hardly 
a brotherhood man in Indianapolis who did 
not lose $100 or more of his savings, This 
crippled the men. The dissolution Saturday 
night was to save the jobs of the employés 
still belonging to the union. Thus ends what 
Indianapolis labor leaders were fond to claim 
one of the strongest street-car employés’ 
brotherhoods in the United States. With the 
death of the brotherhood unionism in Indian- 
apolis is sadly crippled.

Mrs. Dudley did not 
appear in person. In a letter to the court she 
declared she would not return to Milwaukee 
until the ban of insanity was removed. 
Depositions of several physicians and ac- 
quaintances in the East declaring her to be 
sane were introduced in evidence. In his de- 
cision today Judge Sawyer held that Mrs. 
Dudley must appear in court and that com- 
petent local expert testimony be procured as 
to her sanity. Mrs. Dudleyis attorney will 
endeavor to have her return.

ON TRIAL FOR KILLING A TEACHER, 
Louis Landau Again Arraigned at St. 
LouiseLindell Heirs Win a Suit, 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 18.—([Special.]— 
Louis Landau, wholesale grocer and hide 
merchant, whose brother Aleck was recently 
acquitted on the charge of murder in the sec- 
ond degree in the killing of Augusta Tovell, 
the school-teacher, Dec. 8, 1890, on Grand 
and Delmar avenues, was arraigned this 
morning on the same charge before a jury in 
Judge Edmunds’ court. The State claims to 
have unearthed new and important evidence 
and to be confident of conviction.

En- 
trance turnstiles to the number of thirty-nine 
were then put up at the various stations, to- 
gether with seventy-nine exit turnstiles. When- 
ever by experience any improvement was dis- 
covered. complainant says, it was adopted. 

It was found that sometimes when one person 
was pushing the turnstiles faster than the one in 
front was moving the lower rung or spoke might 
catch the heel of the one in front, and as soon as 
this was noticed the lower spoke was taken 
away. So it was observed in rainy weather an 
umbrella could not be easily kept open and above 
the head in passing through some of,the turnstiles 
and the company is having coverings put on the 
tarnstiles wherever they are not already there. 

Within the civy limits during the period 
from January to November the complainant 
claims to have carried 33,015,095 passengers, 
and Oct. 9 alone 428,950 passengers were 
earried. The bill charges that no person 
representing the city nor at it request has 
ever made any objections to the turnstiles.” 
No objection was made to their erection 
originally, nor to their daily use for months, 
itis pointed out, and no opportunity was 
given the company to be heard on the matter 
by the Council or by any city official. The 
ordinance was passed hastily without due 
consideration by the City Council, The re-

asked.

Warrant to Be Issued for Costello if Not 
in Court Today. 

Crown Tor, Ind., Dec, 18.—{ Special, ]——To- 
day was the day set by Judge Langdon to hear 
Costello's attorneys make their arguments for 
a new trial, but none of the prize fighters put in 
an appearance. All the attorneys engaged on the 
defense were in court, but Judge Gillett kept at 
work ridding the docket of civil cases, Judge 
Byron K. Langdon arrived from Lafayette at 
noon today, and if the prize fighters do not put 
in an appearance tomorrow morning he will de- 
clare their bonds forfeited and a warrant will be 
placed in the hands of an officer with instrue-

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 18.—{ Special. ]—Gov. 
Matthews was not surprised to learn that Pugil 
ist Costello failed to appear in court at Crown 
Point. He said tonight the court officers and 
Prosecuting Attorney might have known it and 
should have taken additional precautions to 
either hold Costello or to increase his bond. 
He was of the opinion that it was a very 
unusual proceeding. He was not informed as to 
the circumstances of the release, but was of the 
opinion that Judge Langdon did not intention- 
ally give the convicted man his freedom. The 
Sheriff's mistake, he says, was not discovered in 
time to apprehend Costello before he had crossed 
the line into Chicago, where requisition papers 
only Would reach the case.

HOWARD CASE TO LAST OVER CHRISTMAS 


New Witnesses Arrive and Occasion De- 
lays=The Defense’s Argument. 

Jackson, Tenn., Dec. 18,—[Special.]— 
Despite the energetic manner in which court 
and counsel have pushed the Howard case it 
looks as if Christmas day will find Uncle 
Sam's tribunal in session and the twelve men 
that are sitting on the case will miss their an- 
nual gobbler. The geaeral impression Satur- 
day was that today’s session would close the 
government’s case and tonight or tomorrow 
morning the defendant would commence his 
defense, but the prosecution shows little sign 
of abating, as it announced that two or three 
more new witnesses have arrived and will be 
placed on the stand as soon as the present 
line of testimony, documental, is finished, 
which probably will be tomorrow. 

Today's entire session was consumed in the 
reading of the letters written by Howard 
under his aliases of Moore, Leger, and Ross 
to some of his victims and a large batch of 
papers, memorandum books, etc., found at 
No. 5 Ingersoll road, Sheppard Bush, Lon- 
don, by the Scotland Yard detectives when 
Moore departed those regions for one more 
congenial. This latter class were brought to 
Jackson by Inspector Terrell and proved dam- 
agiug to the defendant, who realized that fact 
about as quickly as any one and used every 
effort to prevent the contents from going be- 
fore the jury, but the court overruled his ob- 
jection and the government got the full bene- 
fit of them. Among the papers were blank 
contracts of E. Ross, a memorandum con- 
taining list of addresses and names used by 
that person im the claim business, and other 
connecting links of the same character. 
There were also a number of private papers 
of the defendant bearing his name, among 
which were receipted and unreceipted bills. 
and water tax receipts showing that Felix 
Howard had been using water from the Sher- 
reli Square Water company. 

The defense that Howard is going to make 
when his time comes was relat to THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent this afternoon by a 
friend of the defendant. Upon its face it ap- 
pears weak, but Howard promises to bring 
around a revolution in matters when he 
gets his guns on the enemy. * letters 
and witnesses he proposes to show he was in 
aris, France, attending the exposition when 
William Lord Moore signed the famous agree- 
ment with the Scotland Yard Inspectors. 
This appears difficult when one confronts the 
evidence of such men as Robert T. Lincoln, 
Gen. John C. New, Charles Hodson of the 
American Legation at London, and Inspectors 
Froest and ‘Terrell of Scotland Yard de- 
tectives. But Howard seems confident. As to 
„E. Ross, the New York claim agent, the 
defendant proposes to show his disconnection 
with that gentleman by introducing in his evi- 
dence the minutes of his churchin this city 
that show he was in Jackson at the time cer- 
tain letters were sent to these victims. Again 
Howard claims William Lord Moore is 
in this city tonight as his wit 
ness, but the absurdity of that 
assertion is considered plain when one 
remembers the little incident last Friday 
when the young English lad, Fred S. Brown, 
who was Howard’s secretary in London, 
where he was known to him as Moore, was 
placed on the stand by the government and 
on the cross-examination sought to prove the 
witness,a mere boy, was the great English 
swindler. The prospects for the trial reach- 
ing an end by Christmas brightened tonight, 
for one of the jurors is said to be dangerously 
sick, and no night session of the court is held 
on that account. 


TEN THOUSAND MINERS MAY STRIKE. 


They Hold a Convention and Make De- 
mands for Rate of Wages. 
Pirrspura, Pa., Dee, 18.—([Special.]|—At 
the convention of coal miners at Mononga- 
hela City today a resolution was adopted de- 
manding two and one-half cents per bushel 
for mining. As the operators refused to pay 


it or confer with any committee it was de- 


cided by the miners to strike tomorrow un- 
less the demand is granted. The strike in- 
volves 10,000 miners along the Monongahela 
River. The railroad miners will follow the 
river diggers. When they quit 25,000 miners 
in this vicinity will be out. The Illinois 
miners are urging the strike in order to main- 
tain the rate in the West. 

The intention of the Carnegie company to 
shut down all branches of their Homestead 
works Dec. 23 will not be officially announced 
before tomorrow. Theshutdown 1s due chief- 
ly toa lack of orders. That work will not be 
resumed until after Jan. 1 is certain. On 
that date the re-udjusted wage-scale will go 
into effect, and whenever work is resumed it 
will be under its provisions. 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Burlington has begun reinstating the men dis- 
charged during the summer. Ten have been 
put to-work in Omaha and fifty in Burlington. 
The Union Pacific shops at Cheyenne and 
Laramie are running full force, and the 
Omaha shops are working nearly a full com- 
plement of men. 

Burr, N. Y., Dec. 18.—|Special. }—The 
American radiator works, which employed 
300 men, will shut down at the end of this 
week. Last week the company let fifty men 
go. The others were retained in hope that the 
Wilson bill might be modified, but that hope 
has been abandoned, and today Manager 
John B. Pierce announced that all the men 
would be discharged next Saturday night. 
He attributes the shut-down to the unsettled 
tariff conditions. 


Verdict in Another Italian Lynching Case. 
New Orieans, La., Dec. 18.—In the United 
States Circuit Court, another of the Italian cases 
came up today,the case on behalf of Gasper 
Montardo, a minor, son of Antonio Marchesi. 
one of the Italians lynched at the parish prison. 
He is the boy who was said to have given the 
assassins the signal on the night of the Hennessy 
murder. The suit is for $30,000. The evidence 
was about the same as iu the Bognetto case. 
This afternoon the jury brought in a scaled vor- 
dict, and, as the Judge had instructed them to 
bring in a sealed verdict for the defendant, it is 
supposed the damages will be placed at $5,000. 


County Physician McGrath's Discharge. 

President Struckman of the County Board of 
Commissioners refused to state yesterday what 
action he would take regarding County Physi- 
cian McGrath's discharge. Thg doctor was asked 
for his resignation Saturday, but refused it. No 
explanation was vouchsafed forthe doctor's dis- 
missal. It is understood, though, he is 
charged with offensive partisanship in discharg- 
ing help at the Detention Hospital.

AMBRIOAN FEDERATION HAS A HOT 
FIGHT OVER LUBIN’S PLAN. 


Morgan Says a Prominent Chicago Mer- 
chant Will Give $5,000 te Have the 
Scheme Indorsed=Delegates Weissman, 
McGlynn, and Others Get Into a War of 
WordseThe Pian Referred to Local 
Unlons- Denver Chosen for the Next 
Convention—Kesvlutions Adopted, 


The American Federation of Labor yester- 
day was thrown into commotion by the 
charges made that a-$5,000 corruption fund 
had been thrown into its midst to influence 
the votes of its delegates on the Lubin plan 
of equalizing railway transportation, and the 
lie was passed and delegates called each other 
„ rascals,’’ political jobbers.“ and other un- 
fraternal names, to the great delight of the 
gallery. 

Lubin is a millionaire manufacturer at San 
Francisco, By invitation he addressed the 
conventidh one afternoon last week on his 
plan, which is to make uniform the rates of 
transportation of farm products—to make 
such transportation similar to the present car- 
riage rates of the postal department, so that, 
regardless of distance, farin products could 
be laid down at one price in any part of the 
United States. A motion was made that the 
plan be favorably reported to affiliated bodies 
and that they be requested to vote on it and 
report their action at the next convention. 

T. J. Morgan opposed this because he said 
it was merely a palliative and would stand in 
the way of the people finally owning and con- 
trollmg the railroads. Delegates’ Fuerseth 
and McGlynn favored the plan, as they said 
it brought all farmers equally near the mar- 
etand would tend to the equalization of farm 
values. McGlynn offered a substitute for the 
motion merely asking affiliated unions to vote 


on the plan, 

Morgan said: A Chicago merchant will 
give $5.000 if this scheme is indorsed by the 
federation.” 

This created a sensation which was height- 
ened by Delegate Mahon. declaring the 
scheme was simply one on the part of 
capitalists. 

Delegate Valentine, President of the Iron 
Melders’ International Union, warmed up the 
excitement by saymg: ‘“ I understand a del- 
egate has a letter stating that capitalists have 
sent money into this convention to influence 
delegates on this question. The delegate is a 
coward if he has such a letter and does not 
read it.“ | 

Contents of the Letter. 

Wild cries were made for the letter. Dele- 
gate Weissman of the bakers (New York) 
finally said: I was approached on this 
scheme by Delegate McGlynn, who asked me 
to meet Lubin at the Sherman House. I was 
afterward told there was money in the scheme, 
and that I should meet Lubin. I began to think 
the scheme was wrong. Then I received the 
letter spoken of. The letier is in. Ger man. 
[Read it!’ Read it! rang out from all 
sides.| The letter says Lubin is an dctive 
Democratic politician; that the San Francis- 
co Labor Union had decided -not to send a 
delegate to this convention, but McGlynn, 
offering to pay his own expenses, was sent: 
that he was a typesetter, mere a sub, and 
his expenses were, doubtless, paid by Lubin, 
who is a big politician and scheemer in Cali- 
fornia.” 

„MWbo is that signed by?’ cried a dozen 
voices. 

By Carl Marshall of the Furniture Work- 
ers’ Union of San Francisco, No. 1153 Mis- 
sion street, headquarters of the trades unions 
of San Francisco.“ 

Delegate Duncan—If that letter contains noth- 
ing but as against McGlynn it is alike an insult 
to McGlynn and to the federation. 

Delegate Yensen—I know it’s an outrageous 
scheme, I’ve been told there's money in this 
Lubin scheme. 

Delegate Morgan—As Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions I put that resolution on 
the bettom and delayed handing itin as long as 
poset: When Lubin was maki his speech 

ere a note was handed me saying Lubin was a 
heavy employer of labor; that he had made more 
trouble for labor than any man on the coast, and 
I wondered why he was here. was then ap- 
proached by Delegates McGlynn and Fureseth 
and Longsdon. They all spoke highly of Lubin. 
Longsdon said to me: “A prominent Chicago 
merchant is back of the plan for $5,000.”’ 

Delegate Longsdon—For what purpose? 

Morgan—I don't know, but I look on any prop- 
osition from this man with suspicion, 

legate Longsdon—lI was asked by Delegate 
Fureseth to meet Lubin. I met him at the Sher- 
man House, listened to his plar, and was favora- 
bly impressed with the idea. I met him the next 
day on the street. He asked me what the con- 
vention would do with his suggestion, whether it 
would refer it to affiliated bodies. I told him I 
believed not, that the finances of the body 
were not -suflicientiy large. He replied 
it would .not cost the federation a cent; 
that he would pay for the distribution of the 
necessary literature; that through a Chicago 
merchant, if we saw fit. 85.000 would be fur- 
nished. If more money were needed he would 
refer us to this Chicago man or to myself. Weiss- 
man’s attack on Meühnn is unmanly, unjust, 
and unbecoming a member of the federation. 

Delegate Valentine—Lubin is a friend of union 
labor and Marshal is not. 


MeGlynn Denounces Weissman. 


Then McGlynn, who had walked over to 
within three seats of Weisstnan, got the floor, 
and, with his face white with anger, he began: 
»The best indorsement of my character is the 
opposition of Weissman. [Here the Chair 
called him down.] That letter-writer is not 
a member of a union: © Weissmanis a liar 
when he says I asked that. Lubin be heard 
Tuesday!“ ° 

Here the Chairman restored order, 
further scathing denunciation. followed 
MeGiynn. 

Delegate Fureseth said: As for my char- 
acter I do not care one teetotal cent how it 
be considered here so that I know in my heart 
that I am honest. 

Then Weissman got the floor. He told of 
his own work on the Pacific coast. He 
branded McGlynn as a rascal, a political job- 
ber, a disrupter of trades unions, and as hav- 
ing sold out trades upions to the Democratic 
party. There was a great deal of slinging 
around of hot, ill-favored words, and finally 
it was decided to refer the Lubin scheme to 
the local unions, 

Next Convention at Denver. 

For the place of holding the next conven- 
tion Indianapolis was named by Delegates 
Keyes, Drummond, Nash, Carney, Pomeroy, 
and McGuire; and Denver by Neurath, Val- 
entine, Penna, Linehan, and Daly. The bal- 
lot resulted for Denver by 1,192 to 1,071. 

Resolutions were adopted that no local cen- 
tral body should admit a local organization 
not affiliated with its national organization 
and affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor; giving earnest support to the Cin- 
cinnati furnituremakers in their struggle for 
shorter hours; urging trades councils to in- 
sist on barbers in their districts embracing 
unionism; opposing any extension by. the 
government of the debt of the Union Pacific, 
and urging Congress to take charge of and 
control the road in the interest of the people; 
asking Congress to prohibit the refilling of 
whisky barrels; instructing the Coopers’ In- 
ternational Union to petition boards of health 
to prohibit the use of old whisky barrels for 
food products, tecause the material is injuri- 
ous tothe health of the people; favoring a 
bill enforeimg all contracts between corpora- 
tions and workingmen; condemning Chicago
